A.D. 50, and wrote with 
authority on Geographical matters at that time. ‘‘ He thought that the Nile 
probably rose in the unknown continent of the South, and flowed by a subterranean 
channel beneath the Ocean Sea, emerging to the surface in Africa.’? He also 
considered it highly probable that Ceylon, since there was no evidence that anyone 
had ever sailed round it, formed the tip of the great unknown Continent of the 
South.

A fine copy of a work valuable for the early history of Geography. ‘‘ In 
this edition by the use of smaller gothic types and broader type-page, Ratdolt was 
able to add the treatise of Dionysius to that of Mela within the same number of 
leaves as he had used for the Mela alone in 1478. The text is preceded by a 
woodcut map of the world, displayed as if hung on the wall of a room of which four 
of the ornamental pillars and part of the ceiling are shown. Above the map is a 
blank shield, and above this, touching the ceiling, floral festoons. Along the wall, 
divided by the shield, is the inscription: ‘ Novellae etati ad geographie umiculatos 
calles humano viro necessarios flores aspirati votu benemerenti ponit.’ ’’—Catalogue 
of C. W. Dyson Perrins’ Collection. 

As in the Salamanca 1498 edition, the Indian Ocean is shewn land-locked on 
the South by the Southern Continent, which joins up with Africa and Eastern Asia. 
Ceylon, also, is given as an island, and not, as was thought probable by Mela in 
A.D. 50, as a promontory of the Southern Continent.

The rare first Latin edition of Varthema’s famous travels to the India and 
the East. It was translated from the Italian edition of the previous year, by 
Archangelo Madrignano. Varthema set out on his travels in 1502. He visited 
India, then made for the Straits of Malacca and the Spice Islands. He is the 
first European to give a trustworthy account of Banda and the Moluccas. On 
his return to India he joined the victorious Portuguese and told them stories sf 
the Spice Islands, and of a sea-captain, presumably a Malay or Arab, who pointed 
out to him, how when the North Polar Star was no longer visible, he steered by 
a group of four or five stars in the South, a constellation now known as the 
Southern Cross, and how to the southward of Java there were other races who 
steered by these stars, and how the day in the far south only lasted four hours, 
and that it was colder than in any other part of the world. A day of only four 
hours duration would mean a latitude considerably south of Tasmania. Whether 
this captain was only spinning a yarn, or whether some Eastern seamen had 
actually ventured far southwards, is not known, but Varthema’s words were 
accepted and treated seriously at the time, and ‘‘ when the Sixteenth Century 
Map-maker drew in bold hard outline the coast of this great Southern Continent, 
he wrote across it the words: ‘‘ That immense lands exist here is consistent with 
what is said by Paulus Venetus (Marco Polo) and Ludovicus Varthema.’’ | 


Apart from theories, Varthema’s great voyage did lead to this, that a few 
years later, in 1512, three Portuguese vessels, said to have been commanded, 
according to contemporary statements, by d’Abreu, Francisco Serrano, and 
Ferdinand Magellan, set sail from India and traced the route to the Molucca 
Islands, and Ternate, the Islands of Cloves and Spices; a voyage which resulted 
in the Portuguese Settlement at the Maluccas. Serrano went to live in the Island 
of Ternate, and thence wrote to Magellan, who was in Portugal, describing the 
country. This led Magellan to determine on discovering a shorter route to the 
Moluccas and resulted in his famous voyage into the Pacific Ocean.

An exceedingly scarce early Spanish edition of Marco Polo. 


‘Marco Polo, the celebrated traveller of the 13th Century, was the son of 
a Venetian merchant, who, with his brother, had penetrated to the court of Kublai, 
the Great Khan of the Tartars. This Prince, being highly entertained with their 
account of Europe, made them his Ambassadors to the Pope; on which they 
travelled back to Rome in 1269, and with two missionaries once more visited 
Tartary, accompanied by the young Marco, who became a great favourite with the 
Khan. After a residence of 17 years they returned to Italy, in 1295, with immense 
wealth. Marco afterwards served at sea against the Genoese, and, being taken 
prisoner, remained many years in confinement, in which time he wrote the famous 
account of his travels. Marco Polo related many things which appeared incredible, 


but the general truthfulness of his narrative has been established by succeeding 
travellers.” 


Many people believed that Marco Polo had knowledge of Australia, because 
‘‘being driven by a tempest, a great way beyond the island of Java, he discovered 
the kingdom of Maletur, the Province of Beach, the Isle of Petau, and another 
Isle, which he named the Lesser Java.’’ The influence of his work was very 
great, and its effect on the cartography of the Australasian regions lasted for 
nearly three hundred years. The name Beach, or its corruption Locach, was given 
to portions of the northern coast of Australia in some later maps. 


It was the news brought home by this greatest of all early travellers, and

by Wm. de Rubriquis, of the definite existence of a great sea to the east of China 
that gave Columbus the idea of sailing straight across the Atlantic to the Indies 
and China, and so led to his American discoveries. In his narrative Marco Polo 
speaks of the great commercial city in Southern China of Quinsai, or Kansai. On 
the discovery of Temixtitan, or Mexico City, it was at first believed that the place 
was this Chinese city of Quinsai, and Schoner in his ‘‘ Opusculum Geographicum,’’ 
1533, makes this assertion and claims that America was only a part of Asia and 
not a new continent. 


In the introduction references are made to America, the editor stating that 
the name ‘‘ Indies’ as applied to the Antilles is incorrect, and that the mistake 
had arisen when gold was found in Cuba; and when some people had believed that 
island to be Tarsis, Ophia, and Cethin, whence gold had been taken to Jerusalem 
in the time of Solomon.

Although this famous early geographical work was frequently reprinted, it 
is only in this present edition that the exceedingly important letter of Maximilianus 
Transylvanus which describes Magellan’s Voyage is found. 


Magellan’s voyage was the first circumnavigation of the globe, and on it is 
based the Portuguese claim to the discovery of Australia in 1521. Magellan 
himself was killed by the natives of the Philippine Islands, and his vessel arrived 
home under the command of Sebastian del Cano. The voyage resulted in the 
discovery of a route to the Pacific Ocean round South America. Various small 
islands in the South Seas, including the Island of Amsterdam, were discovered, 
and the expedition visited the Philippines, Molucca Islands, and the Ladrones, ete.

‘‘ Munster occupies a peculiar position as a cartographer; he far surpasses 
most of the map-drawers of his time in his exertions to get access to the latest 
information regarding the history, ethnology, and geography of the countries he 
describes. His bulky cosmography will therefore always remain an important 
source for the history of civilisation of the period in which he lived.’’—(Nérden- 
skiold, Facsimile Atlas). 


Among his maps are those of the whole World, and of America, neither of 
which shew any representation of a ‘‘ Terra Australis.’’ Miinster, the most famous 
German cosmographer of his age, was a frank disbeliever in the existence of a 
great Southern Continent, and writes that as to the temperate zone of the South, 
‘you will see that in it there is almost no continent of land, but merely sea and 


certain Islands.’? This statement was especially striking at a period when it was 
the usual custom to make fantastic and extravagant claims of a New World in 
the South.

Practically identical with the earliest issue of this famous Atlas of the 
previous year. 


The circumstances which led to the compilation of this Atlas are set forth 
in a letter of Radermacher, the friend of Ortelius, to the latter’s nephew, Jacob 
Cools: ‘‘ My Master (Aegidius Hooftman, celebrated Antwerp merchant), though 
not a man of letters himself, had a great esteem for literature, for scholars and 
the art. . . . In nautical experience he surpassed the Antwerp merchants of his 
time. . . . He also bought all the geographical maps that could be had, . . . but 
as the unrolling of the large maps of that time proved to be very inconvenient, I 
suggested, to obviate this difficulty, binding as many small maps as could be had 
into a book which might easily be handled. Hence the task was entrusted to me, 
and through me to Ortelius, of obtaining from Italy and France as many maps as 
could be found printed on one sheet of paper. In this way originated a volume of 
about thirty maps which is still in the possession of Hooftman’s heirs, and its use 
proved to be so convenient that it induced our friend Abraham (Ortelius) to extend 
its benefit to scholars in general, and to collect the maps of the best authors in a 
volume of uniform size.”’ 


Several of these maps are among, the earliest relating to Australasia. Map 
48, of the East Indian Islands (see illustration, plate No. IV), shews to the south 
of Java a land named Beach, which is stated as being part of the Continent of 
Australia. New Guinea is also given, and a statement made that it is not known 
whether it forms an island or part of the Austral Continent. The first map, that 
of the World, shews a great Austral Continent occupying the whole of the South, 
and including Beach, Lucach, and Maletur in the position of Austraha, and Terra 
del Fuego. New Guinea is given as an island, with a qualifying remark as to the 
possibility of its being part of the Southern Continent. Map No. 2 (America) 
gives New Guinea as part of the ‘‘ Terra Australis.’? Map No. 3 (Asia) shews New 
Guinea divided from Australia by a narrow strait. 


All the maps are of a very decorative nature, including small engravings of 
sea monsters, galleons, mermaids, etc.

This is the first issue of this famous ‘‘ Earliest Distinctly American Atlas ”’ 
(containing the six lines of errata on page 192) which ‘‘ is as important in the 
history of the early cartography of the New World, as Ptolemy’s maps are in the 
study of the old.”’ It is also of considerable Australasian interest. 

The work is divided into two parts—Part I, containing an account of the 
history of the discovery, the geography, natural history, and ethnology of the New 
World; Part II, containing the fine series of American maps, interspersed with 
full explanatory text to each map. 

‘‘The maps comprise :—I. ‘‘ Orbis terrarum,’’? which is a copy of Mercator’s 
map of the World of 1584. The Western hemisphere outlines the Northern and 
Southern continents. North America is called ‘‘ America sive India nova.’’ The 
unknown north-west coast is defined, and is separated from Asia by ‘‘ El streto de 
Anian.’’ A small inland sea, ‘‘ Mar dulce,’’ is probably Hudson’s Bay. ‘‘ No. 
Francia’’ is Labrador, north of which is ‘‘Estotiland.’’ ‘‘ Groenlant’”’ is an 
Arctic Island with ‘‘ Groclant’’ to the West, and ‘‘Islant ’’? to the East. The 
outline of the Southern Continent is less accurate than that of the Northern, and 
has no general name. Terra del Fuego is represented as part of an indefinite 
Antarctic region, and is entirely separated from the Continent.’’

‘‘This inestimable book, a treasure of all the learning respecting the East 
and West Indies, and the Navigation thither, at the end of the 16th Century, has 
been in the highest esteem for nearly a century, and was given to each ship sailing 
to India, as a log-book. Hence the many editions, which is also the cause why 
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LinscHOTEN—continued. 


fine copies, especially with all the plates and maps, are so very rare. A large part 
of the book is occupied by translations of original Spanish and Portuguese docu- 
ments on geography, ethnography, statistics, navigation, etc., and in these respects 
the book is of the highest Importance and Authority.”’ 

‘¢The English translation is by Wiliam Phillip. In addition to his own 
voyages, Linschoten added sailing directions taken from the accounts of Spanish 
and Portuguese navigators.”’ 

It was this work that first put into Dutch and English minds the idea of 
an eastern commercial empire, and ultimately led to the Dutch discovery of 
Northern and Western Australia. 

Speaking of Java, Linschoten stated that its breadth was unknown, and 
that some people believed it to form part of ‘‘ Terra Incognita,’’ reaching thence 
to the Cape of Good Hope. In one of his maps he shews to the far south of Java 
part of the land named by Marco Polo Locac or Beach, the Golden Province.

The scarce original edition of this satirical romance which is claimed to 
have been the prototype for Gulliver’s Travels. — 

‘‘This strange composition, sometimes erroneously described as a political 
romance, to which it bears no resemblance whatever, is a moral satire in prose, 
with a strong undercurrent of bitter gibes at the Romish Church and its eccen- 
tricities, which sufficiently betrays the author’s main purpose in writing it. It 
shews considerable imagination, wit, and skill in latinity, but it has not enough of 
verisimilitude to make it an effective satire, and does not always avoid scurrility. 
The manuscript had been entrusted some years before to a friend named Knight, 
who was responsible for the publication.’’ 

‘Whalley, in his Inquiry into the learning of Shakespeare, states: ‘I 
cannot forbear mentioning a Latin book of Bishop Hall’s, equally valuable and 
forgotten, called ‘‘ Mundus Alter and idem,’’ where, under a pretended description 
of the ‘‘ Terra Australis,’’ he gives us a very ingenious satire on the vices and 
follies of mankind.”’

This is the original issue of De Morga’s work on the Philippine Islands, 
Moluccas, China, and Japan, at the close of the 16th century. It is extremely rare, 
and there is no copy of it in the National Library, Paris. The catalogue of the 
Grenville Library in the British Museum states, that ‘‘ This book, printed in 
Mexico, is for that reason probably, unknown to bibliographers, and is a book of 
great rarity.’”’ In the Dialogo Cortesano Philipino of Father Joseph Torrubia, 
published in Madrid, 1736, the Inhabitant of the Court of Madrid says, that he has 
not heard of such a book nor of the author; the Philippine Spaniard answers him 
that the book was printed in Mexico in 1609, and is now scarcely to be found, but 
that he possesses a copy; and he describes De Morga as a man in whom arms and 
science were united in a most friendly manner, and says that he composed his book 
from the original documents, since he was the first Judge of the Audiencia of 
Manila. 

De Morga is less remarkable for his literary merits than for his qualities as 
a jurist and administrator and a commander. His book is rather an historical than 
a geographical work, but the account of Alvaro De Mendana’s second voyage. by his 
pilot Fernandez de Quiros, given by De Morga, is of great importance. 

The Philippines had a great advantage over the British colonies (according 
to the Hon. H. E. J. Stanley, in his translation of De Morga’s book published for 
the Hakluyt Society), in the active co-operation of the Monks, who were not very 
numerous, but rather were insufficient in number for the work they had to do.

A very rare and important volume concerning the discoveries in South 
America. 

Garcia Hurtado de Mendoza was Captain General of Chile and the twelfth 
Viceroy of Peru (1590-1596). Sent by his father (then Viceroy of Peru) to Chile, he 
distinguished himself in the wars against the Araucan Indians, whom he vanquished 
in seven battles. In the present biography is given a valuable description of this 
war and also of the incidents which happened during his Viceroyalty. 

Suarez de Figueroa gives in this book an account of the expeditions of Drake, 
Cavendish and Hawkins, and battles with these famous English explorers, including 
the sacking of the Port of Nombre de Dios, and the discovery of the Solomon 
Islands. 

‘¢ Ercilla’s apparent determination to belittle the achievements (in his work 
‘La Araucana’) of the Governor of Chile, called forth the ‘ Hechos de Don Garcia 
Hurtado de Mendoza, el Marques de Canete,’ by Suarez de Figueroa, who, although 
not a Chilean, was induced to write on a Chilean topic. His work was an attempt 
to overtake and smother an advanced damaging report. Don Garcia, when in com- 
mand. of the expedition against the Araucanians, as already suggested, condemned 
Ercilla to death, a sentence later modified under the protests of persons who 
comprehended its injustice. After this incident, Don Garcia did not find either 
his leadership or his character glorified in ‘La Araucana.’ This was a source of 
regret not only to himself, but also to his family. He died in obscurity, and after 
this event his relatives sought to habilitate his memory for posterity. They 
approached Dr. Cristobal Suarez de Figueroa, proposing that he should undertake 
the task, should become the eulogist of a person on whom an unfavourable verdict 
had already been pronounced. He accepted the proposal, and of the seven books 
into which his work was divided the first three treat of Don Garcia’s campaigns 
in Chile; the others deal with his government as viceroy of Peru, Mendana’s 
expedition to the Solomon Islands, and the inglorious years of disgrace. It may

author by the Mendoza family, which furnish details of the viceroy’s life, not 
otherwise known. The book is written in ‘ flowing and elegant language that is 
only rarely found in the historians of America,’ and in order to add interest to 
the work the author introduced rhetorical descriptions of a country he had not 
seen and of battles that were scarcely referred to in the documents.’’—(Dr. Moses,

A fine copy of one of the most famous and important of all voyages, which 
contributed largely to the science of cartography by the number of new discoveries 
which marked the course of Le Maire and Schouten in their circumnavigation of the 
world. Cape Horn was first rounded, and named after Hoorn, Schouten’s native 
town. Drake had, however, seen this point from the West as early as 1578. 

This voyage is of great Australasian interest. Before reaching Cape Horn 
in 1616 the expedition had sailed between Tierra del Fuego and a land which they 
called Staten Land, and which they believed formed part of Terra Australis. It 
was not until 1643 that this land was proved to be an island. The expedition then 
sailed across the Pacific Ocean in the tracks of the famous Spanish navigator 
Quiros, discovering and naming various islands, such as Dog Island, Fly Island, 
Cocos Island, Water Island, Horne Island, etc. Le Maire wished to continue the 
search for Australia by keeping directly on his course, when he would have dis- 
covered Cape York Peninsula, but the counsels of Schouten prevailed, and the 
course was altered towards New Guinea, passing by New Ireland and New Hanover. 
For the first time the northern coast of New Guinea was revealed and charted with 
some definiteness of detail. 

Although Schouten is usually given the credit of this account, it is quite 
certain that he was not the author. It was probably compiled in his interest by 
William Jansz Blaeu, the publisher and bookseller, possibly from the log book 
kept by the commissary Aris Claeszoon. The expedition was undertaken at the 
expense of some of the leading citizens of Hoorn, principally at the instigation of 
the rich merchant Isaac Le Maire and his son Jacob, the latter of whom sailed as 
director of the enterprise, while Schouten had the command of the ships. Un- 
doubtedly the chief credit of the enterprise belonged to Isaac Le Maire.

Sabin No. 55394: ‘‘ This edition 
of the voyage for the discovery of the Magellan Straits performed by the two 
brothers Nodal, with the original map, is one of the rarest books of its class. The 
map (for some unknown reason) is found in very few copies. The Strait of San 
Vincente had been traversed by Le Maire shortly before the brothers Nodal, and 
his name has remained to designate it.’’ | 

The brothers were recalled from their respective engagements by the Consejo 
de Indias, Bartolomé Garcia was serving with the Pacific Fleet, while his brother 
Gongalo was in Corunna. On the King’s instructions (Philip III) they were 
summoned to Madrid, where the expedition was proposed to them. They were to 
proceed to Lisbon, where two vessels of eighty tons each were built for them by 
Alvia de Castro, the King’s shipbuilder. Each vessel was armed with four guns 
weighing from ten to twelve quintals, four mortars, thirty muskets and arque- 
buses, etc., and manned by forty sailors, all of whom were Portuguese. They 
carried supplies for ten months, ‘‘and as the voyage was so far and risky, there 
wag not one who went voluntarily, but all had to be forced,’’ the authors tell us. 
They sailed from Lisbon on the 27th September, 1618, the crew having been given 
ten months’ pay in advance, and the two Captains in high spirits over the adven- 
ture. They returned from their famous journey on the 9th July, 1619, Captain 
Goncalo having disembarked at Cape St. Vincent on the 7th to inform the King 
of Spain, who was then in Lisbon, all about the voyage. |

Many people believed that Marco Polo had knowledge of Australia, because 
‘‘ being driven by a tempest, a great way beyond the Island of Java, he discovered 
the kingdom of Maletur, the Province of Beach, the Isle of Petau, and another 
Isle, which he named the Lesser Java.”’ 


The influence of Marco Polo’s work was very great, and its effect in the 
cartography of the Australasian regions lasted for nearly three hundred years. 
The name Beach, or its corruption Locach, was even given to parts of the coast 
of Northern Australia in some later maps.

A scarce French account of one of the most famous voyages ever undertaken, 
and the first voyage round the World accomplished under the leadership of one 
man.

Concerning this work, Mr. Wagner writes: ‘‘ The translator’s, or perhaps 
merely editor’s, name was F. de Louvencourt, as we find it subscribed to the 
dedication to St. Simon Baron de Courtomer.

Houtman’s Abrolhos are a series of exceedingly dangerous shoals lying off 

Geraldton in Western Australia. They were first noted by the celebrated Dutch 
Commander, Frederick de Houtman, in 1619. 


In 1629 the ship ‘‘ Batavia,’’ Francois Pelsaert, went aground on Houtman’s 
Abrolhos, and the captain’s vivid account of the wreck forms one of the most 
ghastly pictures of early Australian exploration. Only two small islands or rocks 
were to be seen, on one of which one hundred and eighty survivors were landed, 
and on the other, forty. Seventy men had to be left on the wreck. Pelsaert took 
a small crew in the pinnace and made the coast of Western Australia and sailed 
north hunting for water. The land seemed to him ‘‘a barren accursed earth, 
without leafage or grass.’’ After many privations the pinnace reached Batavia, 
whence Pelsaert sailed with a frigate back to the wreck. Some of the sailors left 
on the wreck had escaped and had plotted to seize the relief vessel when it 
arrived and to turn pirates. They had murdered thirty to forty of those who

refused to join them on the larger island, and all the men on the smaller island. 
Pelsaert was able to capture them and hung them all with the exception of two, 
whom he marooned on the mainland of Australia, 


Pelsaert’s dismal account of Australia was sufficient to deter the Dutch 
from trying to settle on that ‘‘ barren’’ continent. In his narrative he tells how 


he saw ‘‘a species of cat, which are very strange creatures . . . the fore-paws are 
very short . . . and its hind legs are upwards of half an ell,, and it walks on these 
alone.’’ Thus the kangaroo is first introduced to the European reader.

Olivier van Noordt was appointed by a Dutch merchant company to conduct 
a voyage round the world and to prey on Spanish and Portuguese shipping. He 
met with a series of troubles, all his vessels, save one, were lost or deserted him, 
the crews mutinied and gave him endless trouble. He, however, sailed through 
the Straits of Magellan, up the coast of South America, and across the Pacific to 
the Mariana Islands and back to Holland round the Cape of Good Hope, but did 
not make any new geographical discoveries.

Spilbergen had conducted a successful expedition to the East Indies in 1602-8, 
and in 1614 the Dutch East India Company gave him the command of six vessels 
with orders to sail to the Molucca Islands via the Straits of Magellan. After 
various mutinies and other difficulties, he sailed through the Straits and along the 
Coast of Peru, committing many depredations on Spanish ports and shipping. In 
November, 1615, he commenced his voyage across the Pacific. He discovered 
several small islands, and finally arrived at the Ladrone or Mariana Islands, then 
sailed to the Philippines and the Dutch East Indies, where he took on board the 
crews of Le Maire and Schouten, whose vessels had been confiscated. He arrived

This exceedingly scarce and valuable Memorial was dedicated to the Viceroy 
of New Spain, as patron of the St. Francis Xavier Congregation in Mexico, being 
written by one of the pioneer missionaries in the Mariana Islands, with the view 
of persuading the Jesuits in Mexico of the great need of their founding a Mission 
in the Marianas, with a view to the development and conversion of unknown 
Australia and the ‘‘ Southern or austral islands.’’ 


The first section of this Memorial, which is divided into nine parts, contains 
forty-three pages, and in it Father Luis de Sanvitores points out the advantages 
offered by the Mariana Islands as a stepping-stone to Australia, and states that 
he is appending the text of a memorial which the famous Pedro Fernandez de 
Quiros addressed to Philip III of Spain in 1610, in support of his opinion that 
Australia would be well worthy of conversion. He calls attention to the statement 
of Quiros that ‘‘the unknown land of Australia comprises one quarter of the 
globe’s territory, inhabited by poor uncivilised heathen, without king or law, and 
free from the stumbling-blocks which have been placed in the path of our faith 
in other countries by the tyranny of Princes, the greed and craft of Indian Chiefs 
or Priests, the infernal sect of Mahomet, and diabolical superstition of idolatry 
and witchcraft; free, too, from the vices common to other peoples.’’ 


Among other important matters, he mentions that the old name of the 
Islands, the Ladrones, was changed to that of the Marianas, both as a dedication 
to the Virgin Mary and in honour of the Spanish Queen, Maria Anna. He also 
refers to Japan, and to an offer he had received from a Portuguese Captain and 
some Chinese sailors, of a passage there. 

The second section gives a short account of the various islands forming the 
Mariana group, ‘‘ ranging as far as Japan.”’ 


The third section is exceedingly important; it occupies six pages, and gives 
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SAN VITORES—continued. 


the account of the voyage of Alvaro de Mendana de Neyra for the re-discovery of 
the Solomon Islands, telling how Mendafa left Callao on 9 April, 1595, and of the 
various South Sea Islands discovered by the expedition, of the death of Mendana 
at the Island of Santa Cruz near the New Hebrides, and of the expedition’s failure 
and the return of the survivors to Manila. Quiros accompanied this expedition 
as the chief-pilot. 


The fourth section is the most valuable of them all. It occupies eight pages. 
and contains the famous eighth Memorial of Quiros, addressed to Philip III of 
Spain in 1610, ‘‘On the Colonization and Discovery of the fourth part of the 
World, Unknown Australia, its wealth and fertility.’ In this memorial Quiros 
pleads to be allowed to conduct another expedition for the discovery and conversion 
of Australia. In a series of eight divisions he tells the King of his discoveries 
among the Islands of Australasia, describing their peoples and products, and their 
great extent. ‘‘In longitude they are about equal to all Europe, Asia Minor as 
far as the Caspian Sea and Persia, with all the Islands of the Mediterranean and 
those in the region of the Atlantic Ocean, including England and Ireland. That 
unknown region represents a quarter of the globe, and has such possibilities that 
there may be twice the lands of which your Majesty is now lord.’’ This memorial 
forms one of the most valuable and historical documents for the early history of 
the quest for the discovery of Australia. A crude translation of it, omitting 
various passages, was published in Purchas in 1613. Dalrymple, in 1770-1, gave 
a complete translation, and another was published by the Hakluyt Society in 1904. 


The fifth section occupies eight and a half pages, and is entitled ‘‘ Reasons 
for not delaying the conversion and education of the Ladrone Islands, which 
would lead to the conversion of innumerable souls throughout that group of islands 
and the unknown Austral land which is said to occupy one quarter of the globe, 
and which is as yet under the shadow of death without the light of the Gospel.’’ 


The sixth section deals with the practical means of establishing this mission. 


The seventh section suggests an alternative proposition should the other 
method not meet the approval of the Spanish Government. 


The eighth section describes various gifts given by the Jesuits in. Mexico 
to Father San Vitores towards the foundation of this mission, and gives the text 
of his first letter dated from the Island of Guam, 18 June, 1668, describing briefly 
his voyage, and initial success in the Marianas. Father San Vitores was martyred 
four years later at Tumon, in the Island of Guam, 2 April, 1672. 


The ninth, and last, section contains a letter from another missionary who 
accompanied Father San Vitores. 


Some marginal notes have been cut into by the binder, otherwise the volume 
is in very good condition.

This rare publication is a continuation or companion report to the Memoria! 
published in Mexico in 1669, in which the Apostle of the Marianas, Father Diego 
Luis de San Vitores, pleaded for the establishment of a Mission in the Marianas, 
with a view to the development and conversion of the ‘‘ unknown austral lands.’’ 


In this report, extracts are given from letters received trom San Vitores and 
his fellow-Jesuits, who had already established a mission in the Mariana or Ladrone 
Islands, and whose description of the islands and the primitive conditions which 
then prevailed—comparable ‘‘ with the perils and trials enumerated by Saint Paul 
in his Epistle to the Corinthians ’’—ranks in value with the reports of the earliest 
ploneers. 





They touch upon the geography, ethnology, history and legends of the 
Marianans; the early Christian martyrdoms ; and the methods by which the Jesuits 
prepared the ground for a spiritual harvest throughout the Southern Continent. 


Geographically, their knowledge was no further advanced than in the time 
of Quiros: it was their firm belief that, if only they could obtain the right vessels, 
and volunteers for the journey, a whole string of islands would be discovered in 
the Pacific which, they affirmed, ‘‘ connected the Marianas with the great austra] 
land to the south, and the islands of Japan to the north.”’ 

They urged the need for these expeditions from the spiritual point of view: 
‘‘ other conquests have yielded gold and silver and precious stones, but we seek 
the glory of God’’—but they, nevertheless, sought the incorporation of the 
southern continent in the realms of the Spanish Empire just as Quiros had done, 
while omitting his material ambitions.

people ; their customs, costumes, personal appearance, language, rites and legends; 
the climatic conditions and natural resources of the islands; the social work of 
the Missionaries, and the martyrdom of Father Luis de Medina, the first Jesuit 
Martyr in those Islands. 


The remainder of the tract consists of a commentary on the Missionaries’ 
petition to the Queen of Spain, which is summed up in eight numbered paragraphs : 
the crying need was for workers, ‘‘ to convert the many islands as yet in the 
shadows of heathenism and death, from the Austral land to Japan.’’ Lay helpers 
in various walks of life, too, were needed to train the Marianans; and a small 
garrison of Philippine Christian natives ‘‘ to instil a little wholesome fear into the 


natives of the Mariana,’’ and act as Christians whose example was worthy of being 
followed. 


Regular supplies from the ships that passed the Islands on their way from 
Manila to Acapulco were earnestly solicited ; but most of all, ships for the purpose 
of reconnoitring the many ports and islands which were as stepping-stones ‘‘ from 
the Island of Guam to very near Peru, as reported in the relation of Captain 
Pedro Fernandez de Quiros’ voyage, which was presented with the other papers 
a year ago.’’ And in order to miss no opportunity ‘‘in a matter of so much 
importance as the redemption of these souls, it is proposed to Her Majesty to 
send pilots from the region of Peru towards the Austral land, which was previously 
unknown and reputed to comprise one-fifth of the earth’s territory,’’ and thus bring 
one vast Catholic community beneath the sway of the Catholic Crown.

Translation :—‘‘ I have no doubt that you will have had plenty of news of 
this Mission this year, through the letters from Padre Francisco Solano, and I 
therefore do not repeat them, although there is enough to say about the disasters 
and troubles with which the Lord has sought to console us’’—this strange expres- 
sion, though apparently contradictory, is what the Padre literally means to say; 
the Missionaries regarded all their trials on earth as so many gifts of God, Who, 
they maintained, by purifying them in the fires of tribulation, rendered them more 
qualified to enter the Kingdom of Heaven—‘‘ these troubles are naught but gifts, 
particularly if they are borne for love of the Lord, Who so greatly loves us. 


‘‘Our usual occupation is to proceed from Island to Island, facing many 
perils and at times nearly overpowered by the heavy seas, which cause our frail 
barques to be almost submerged ; sometimes it seems as though we were rowing on 
a flat plank, a distance of 18 or 20 leagues. 


‘“‘On land, we make it our practise to explore the villages, seeking children 
to baptize and to teach. . . . As a rule, they receive us affably, and the 
greatest favour they can confer upon us is for the chiefs to call us their equals! 
But this, I think, is only meant as a mere compliment, for the vanity of these 
nude brethren is well-nigh incredible. They consider themselves the finest men 
on earth, and their courtesies and customs are simply laughable. They are a happy 
people, and the young men aim at being jocular. The children are docile and easy 
to teach, and they are quite content with a few little beads, which they value, and 
with which they learn. 


‘‘ They all foregather in the villages at our approach, and it brings the tears 
to one’s eyes to see these dear little creatures praising their Maker, in a land which 
is almost unknown. ‘The poverty of these people is remarkable . . . but if we 
abandoned them, who would help these poor creatures, who are now fortunate by 
reason of the Light of the Holy Faith which is beginning to dawn upon them? It 
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EsQuERRA—continued. 


is easy to introduce it into these lands, with a little fear, and many examples, . . 
and I hope to God that this will some day be a very flourishing Christianity. 


‘‘Our difficulties are many, but this can hardly be wondered at, in view ot 
the small number of missionaries; and it is heartbreaking to see how many of the 
people die in infancy without being baptized. They are so insufficiently clad; the 
clothes they wear are fashioned out of green leaves; and if we are’not careful, they 
hide the children from us, believing that their baptism will cause their death, 
although many have proved their mistake. I have been in one island where this 
fear has died out.”’ 


This very interesting letter, which is one of the earliest accounts of life with 
the Mariana Mission, contains records of pioneer work amongst the savages, by a 
missionary who was martyred by them in 1674. It is written with a simple dignity, 
lightened by whimsical humour, which makes it a particularly entertaining 
narrative. 


He says that their food was of the most frugal kind, and sometimes there 
was none at all. He mentions that the natives lived chiefly upon grated cocoanuts 
and roots, ‘‘ and a kind of delicate fruit which they call ‘rimay.’ They eat fish 
on their féte days, and if they ever give any of this away, they regard it as the 
greatest gift on earth.’’ 


Referring to the events of the current year, he says:—‘‘ You will have had 
notice of the disasters from the Reports. . . . Incited by the devil, they waged 
a crude war upon us, continuing their attacks upon us for close on two months, 
a veritable deluge of stones, which they throw with terrific force. Some of them 
struck very near me, and in the midst of the war our house was demolished 
and so were many of theirs; but this did not deter them from continuing their 
attacks at night both with lances and stones, and they even attempted to set fire 
to our dwelling, but the Lord did not permit this calamity . . . and the war 
eventually ceased, and a few killed and wounded. There were only about thirty 
soldiers of ours against two thousand barbarians who had joined forces . . . to 
disturb the Mission and interrupt the work of baptism.’’ 


The writer records the estabhishment of two Churches on the Island, and 
the reconstruction of their Mission-house, followed by a description of the tragic 
death of the Rector, Padre Francisco Solano, who had again taken up missionary 
work in the outlying villages. He describes the Padre’s encounter with a savage, 
‘‘ who had already been responsible for five murders . . . and after the Padre 
had greeted him in the customary manner, the surly barbarian threatened him 
with his lance, a formidable weapon fashioned out of human bones. . . . He 
followed the Padre into the town, and after a short conversation he struck the 
Padre with his lance. The Padre, who was carrying a cricifix, held it up to him 
and said, ‘Our Lord is above us all,’ and other similar remarks which you may

surmise, but which have not yet been ascertained. . . . Another Indian who 
was present struck the Padre a heavy blow with a cutlass, and he fell in a pool of 
blood—and there he died, with a lay brother whose name was Pedro Calonsor.’’ 


The Marianas or Ladrones were the first of the groups of Pacific Islands to 
be visited by Europeans, Magellan having discovered the two southernmost islands 
in 1521, and his crew having named them the Ladrones or Islands of Thieves owing 
to the pilfering capacity of the inhabitants. They were renamed the Marianas in 
1668 in honour of Maria Anna of Austria.

This paper informs us that the ‘‘ Ladrone ”’ Islands, by which name they are 
now known, was their original name, before they were known as the ‘‘ Marianas, © 
to the Missionaries ‘‘ who established the Holy Faith there.’’ The Jesuit Fathers 
embarked on small vessels from the mainland, and made their headquarters on the 
Island of Guam (sometimes called Guahan or San Juan), which they dedicated to 
St. John. Another one, dedicated to St. Francis Xavier, was known as Agregan, 
whilst Guguan, or Guam, was dedicated to St. Philip; Anatasan to St. Joachim; 
Saxigan to St. Charles; Pagon to St. Ignatius; and Mang to St. Lawrence.

Translation:—‘‘. . . Much has already been mentioned in our reports, 
and especially, now that Father Thomas Vallejo is here. He is an angel, and will 
write about it all to you. . . . He has already trained his choir, having 


baptized the boys and taught the catechism to the adults. A short time ago we 
baptized a lovely boy and called him Tirso Gonzalez, to perpetuate the memory of 
his benefactor. Believe me, these are very nice people, and very capable; the 
collegiates are dear little boys, and very fond of reading and writing, which they 
can do quite well. They sing in the Church, and are especially delighted with the 
tonic sol fa. . . . We try to pray together, Father Vallejo and I, and have 
spent some amusing hours struggling with the Mariana language. 


‘““Do you know, the letters from here are sent to Manila, where they are 
delayed one year, and from there they go to New Spain, and after that they are 
packed on board again and cross the sea to Cadiz; so that many are the hands they 
have to pass through, and we can hardly expect a reply before some four years have 


elapsed. . . . We have had much to contend with in these missions; the rising 
of the natives, who killed their ministers; and the lack of helpers, both clerical and 
secular. . . . I assure you that helpers would not be lacking were there 


sufficient wealth here to tempt them over. 


‘‘'When we see in other and much older Christian communities that they; 
too, have murdered their priests and burnt their temples, nor have enormous 
garrisons of soldiers availed to break them of their vices—and to this day, do we 
not know that there is hardly a nation that is not addicted to drink? ; 
These poor Marianos are most temperate; they never drink intoxicating liquor— 
merely water; they are monogamous, whereas in other countries polygamy 1s 
permitted ; and they are far less superstitious than others, and yet, as I say, they 
do not appeal to the less zealous, because they have neither gold nor silver to 
offer. 


‘‘Tt seems that as some people, heedless of the glory of God, . . . finding 
little chance here of satisfying their greed, turn to the occupation of slandering 
the Mission; and; hearing these wild stories, the callous authorities affirm that it 
is risky for the vessels to stay here for as much as two days—which is all the time 
required to obtain our assistance from New Spain, and exchange letters and 
despatches . . . and this, be it understood, only once a year, and without our 
possessing any other recourse beyond those two days—and although God has willed 
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CaRDENOSSO (PaDRE T'HoMas)—continued. 


that none of these ships should be lost . . . and I have frequently heard the 
pilots of these vessels speak very well of this place. . . . Besides—if any vessel 
travelling from the Philippines to New Spain were in distress, we of the Mission 
might help them here and not let them die at the hands of the Indians, as was the 
fate (still fresh in our memory) of two vessels, which were once lost off these islands, 
whose passengers were killed by the Indians, after being saved.’’ Ete.

Translation :—‘‘ I will here communicate briefly the principal events which 
have taken place in this Mission since the ship ‘San Antonio’ arrived in the 
Mariana Islands on the 17th June, 1679.”’ 

He says that he and a few other Padres embarked in some small Indian 
boats to meet the big ship which was bringing them the supplies they needed, and 
although they had set out in fine weather, the wind soon began to rise from the 
south, and, to their consternation, the ship was steadily being driven away from 
the coast; and they feared it would not be possible to unload the cargo of good 
things which they awaited. 

‘They filled up the launch belonging to this ship, with as many things as 
they could; but, having approached a good distance towards the shore, the wind 
again rose, and there were heavy showers and it was both cloudy and dark, which 
caused them to lose sight of the vessel. Without troubling to land the cargo of 
supplies, or considering the plight of the inhabitants of these islands, they turned 
the launch about, heading for the ship, and by sheer dint of hard rowing, arrived 
there in a very short time, giving as their excuse the bad weather, which left us 
all very disconsolate. 

‘‘ At about this time, our little barque reached the big vessel, and the poor 
soldiers having left what they had with great difficulty acquired, such as pigs, 
sheep, fruit, etc., they did not find a single leaf of tobacco, which is greatly prized 
nowadays, and which they most desired, neither was there anything upon which 
to expend a single ‘real.’ They therefore loaded the barque with some of the 
supplies for the mission, and brought aboard some of the people who are coming to 
stay in the Island, together with Padre Basilio Roulx, Thomas Ballejo, Brother 
Balthasar Bonies.’? They delayed until nightfall, and travelled all that night with 
great difficulty, as the wind was against them, but eventually reached the port of 
Agadiia, ‘‘more dead than alive.”’ Apparently the writer had been able to board 
the ship with Padres Pedro Comano, Thomas Cardefioso, Lorenzo Bustillo and 
Manuel Solorzano [later martyred], but had no barque in which to travel ashore.’’

Translation :—‘‘ It is a great stroke of good fortune to have succeeded the 
Rev. Padre B. Besco in this Mission, inasmuch as it gives me the opportunity to 
offer your Grace my homage on behalf of this community, and render grateful 
thanks for your many benefactions. . . . I do not doubt that, as Padre Antonio 
Xaramillo has been to Manila, you will have received a full report from him of his 
negociations with that Government, which always presents some obstacle to this 
Mission; but withall, I will add some news which will not have been sent thence, 
as this year’s news both to Spain and Manila is being conveyed by one and the same 
ship. 

‘The devout cavalier, Don Joseph de Quiroga, arrived in these Islands in 
the year ’79, sent by you and by his own desire to help us, and as we then had a 
Military Commander appointed by the Governor, Don Juan de Vargas Hurtado, 
although many wished that he (Quiroga) could fill that post, it was not possible, as 
we could not overrule the decision of the Philippine Government. However, the 
following year, Don Juan de Salas, having left the post (of Commander) before his 
term of office was completed—when the ship, which calls at these Islands, passed, 
we proposed to the General that the post of Commander of the Mariana Garrison 
should be given to Quiroga, whose proved military qualifications promised much 
success. The proposition was agreed to, and the ship departed, leaving us the usual 
supplies. | ; 
‘“ At about that same time, I received my Patent as Padre-Superior of these 
Islands, and I thereupon began to discuss with Don Joseph de Quiroga the best 
means of furthering the interests of this Christian community; because it was still 
very backward on account of the calamities that had occurred, not only those 
originated by the savages themselves, but also by those people here who are supposed 
to be helping us. ‘ 

‘‘ Tn this respect the principal offenders have been the Military Commanders, 
who, possessing little intellect and ability, on finding themselves in a position of 
authority, have abandoned themselves to the vanity of styling themselves Governor 
(a title allowed them ad honorem) imagining themselves kings. They thus ride 
roughshod over everybody . . . without respecting the Ministers of the Church, 
and encouraging the savages to follow their example. As these people solely study 


(Continued over) 
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their own interests, if they merely attain their own selfish ends, it is all they require, 
and they are quite indifferent as to the existence or non-existence of Christianity— 
or to the spiritual welfare of the Indians—but brazenly seek their own welfare and 
indulgence in vita bona.”’ 


The writer declares that Quiroga’s predecessor was divinely inspired to leave 
his post when he did, so that the Mission might benefit by the subsequent election 
of Quiroga to the post. He was precisely the type of personality needed in the 
Garrison at the moment, and responded to the call nobly. 


The writer laments the low standard of morality manifested throughout the 
Island, adding that ‘‘ with this Cross, we also have to bear with that of the studied 
contradiction from Manila—verily the devil inspires the minds of some individuals 
in that Government, to make war upon this Godly work.”’ Ete. 


1681 A.D. [45] BONWENS (Padre Gerardo). Autograph Letter 


Signed (in Spanish) to Padre Francisco Salgado in Manila, giving 
news of the Mariana Mission and the administration under the 
new Governor, Don Joseph de Quiroga.

Translation :—‘‘ Father Xaramillo will have given you news of the events 
that have occurred here these past few years, and of the happenings since he left 
for Manila. Other Missionaries will also give news . . . perhaps Padre Alonzo 
Arroyo’s will be by word of mouth, because as far as I am given to understand, 
the reverses that he has met with compelled our Superior and Vice-Provincial (who 
is Padre Manuel Solorzano) to go to the Philippines. 


‘¢ Rather Bartholomew Besco has died, soon after completing his three years’ 
term as Superior; the remaining Missionaries, of whom we are twelve, and Brother 
Phelipe, are enjoying perfect health. Three are lay brothers, and the remaining 
nine are priests, distributed over the five Residencies, whilst the sixth Residency 
has been burnt, to the great regret of those who established it ; and there is another 
in course of construction . . . so that the Islands will be well established 
spiritually, with many more districts initiated. into the Faith than there are to-day 

there are already one thousand two hundred souls amongst them. 

‘‘T hear that our Superiors and Padre Riquelme have written from New 


Spain to say that it is convenient to re-establish the college for girls, which our 
Superior intends to build as soon as possible. . . . We have already cut a 
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hundred beams in Palomaia to erect a new Church, in a place somewhat distant 
from the sea, albeit in the district of Agadfia. 


‘The boys’ college has been in the hands of Padre Bustillo these three years 
and more. 


‘* Padre Basilio Le Roulx had to interrupt the course of the little ones’ 
instruction, to carry on the administration of the Residency in the port of 
Umatae, for which he left on the 19th February.”’ 


He announces the nomination, by General Nieto, of Don Joseph de Quiroga, 
as Governor and Commander-in-Chief of the Marianas, adding, ‘‘ as regards his 
demeanour, he is much more severe than any had anticipated . . . although I[ 
do not think this is prompted by personal vanity. . . . Many also accuse him 
of meanness, and some soldiers have complained of the paucity of rations, but this 
may be due to the lack of food in the Islands and the small supply received to 


feed so many mouths. . . . For one reason or another, therefore, they curse 
the Marianas in desperation, and move heaven and earth to get sent away from 
here.”’ 


He proceeds to criticise the aggressive attitude of Quiroga as Governor, com- 
plaining, ‘‘ he wants everything done precisely as he wishes—even our buildings 
must be constructed as he thinks fit; and he has interfered in Ecclesiastical matters 


without consulting our Superior . . . were I asked to confess my feelings before 
God, I would say that he is many ways offensive . . . although he has not 
given us a shadow of the trouble that others caused us, they having lacked the 
many good qualities which Don Joseph possesses. . . . He is so disinterested 


in the matter of gold and silver, and so correct in his behaviour with women, that 
in the two years during which he has been in these Islands, he has never been 
known to philander with any of the married women in the camp . . . and he 
is always foremost in any charitable work which requires any help. In courage 
and military qualifications, if hg is not superior to his predecessors, he is at least 
not inferior to any.’’? Ete.

Spaniards, by the Venerable Padre San Vitores, to the glory of God and the 
welfare of His creatures; and having shed his blood together with other Brother- 
Religiosos, 11 would be a dolorous sacrifice in vain, were all these Islands to be 
ultimately lost for lack of the effort to develop this enterprise, not only on account 
of the work already done, but of the hope of converting the many islands to which 
these lead, reaching as far as Japan; and to avoid this loss, it should be noted 
that.—The Mission entirely depends upon the service of a vessel between the 
Mariana Islands and Manila, which is three hundred leagues away, to bring people 
supplies, labourers, and everything else necessary—otherwise it is impossible for 
it to persist, cut off from all the rest of the world.’’ 


““Until to-day, the Islands have had relief from the Philippine vessels 
returning from New Spain, but as these ships are not of the required tonnage they 
are not suitable, and in the ordinary way, are liable to run great risks from heavy 
seas. . . . The vessel needed by the Marianas should be about 100 tons, and 
should be built in a Philippine port, and, sailing from there in due course, should 
supply the Mission with its needs; take heed of the course by sea; the monsoon; 
the voyage; and finally, whether there are, in between, any other Islands which 
could be navigated by smaller vessels for the purpose of intercommunication and 
an easy voyage to the Philippines by gradual stages from one island to another; a 
matter which would not be possible to the larger vessels sailing between there and 
New Spain, for besides being too large for the purpose, they could not spare the 
time to search for new courses amongst the small islands, which might expose 
them to the dangers of shipwreck.’’ 


The writer explains that much depends upon the disposition of the Governor 
of the Philippines, who has the authority to order the construction of such a vessel. 
He sets forth the practical means by which the building of the ship and the sailings 
could be financed, and remarks that the officers are paid by the King whether they 
work or rest. 


Some of the outlay could be refunded, also, by the salving of the bronze 
from the artillery which had been sunk off the Mariana Islands in 1638, when the 
ship ‘‘ Conception ”’ was lost. 


‘¢The Governor should despatch the 200 Panpangos who were ordered (under 
a Royal Decree dated 16th November, 1672) to be sent out, in default of which, 
Pangazinians or Vizayans—it would be easy to obtain people of these nations; and 


in Manila there is always a superfluity of vagabonds . . . these could be 
employed on board and subsequently teach the Islanders any trade they might be 
proficient in . . . but the big ships cannot take them, by reason of the expense.”’ 


‘‘ Failing the construction of the required vessel, the Governor should issue 
orders for the big vessels to call regularly at the Marianas on their return from 
New Spain, and leave the passengers and necessary supplies . . . as laid down 
in different Royal Decrees, particularly that dated 30th April, 1676’. Etc.

An interesting record of the contemporary Padres, who were working together 
in the Mariana Islands. There is no date, but from the names given, one can infer 
that it was about 1681. 


Padre Manuel de Solorzano is mentioned as Vice Provincial, which post he 
filled during the peaceful days of the development of Rota and Guam. Padre 
Gerardo Bonwens is second on the list, and was then ‘‘second in command ”’ 
(taking the post of Vice Provincial after the native rising in 1684, when Solorzano 
was murdered). Another interesting name is that of Padre Antonio Xaramillo, 
who spent a considerable part of his time travelling between the Marianas and the 
Philippines in search of benefits for the former. 


Padre Lorenzo Bustillo, one of the most fluent chroniclers of the period, is 
also of this ‘‘ Band of Brothers,’’ whilst a familiar name is that of the Flemish 
Padre Basilio Leroux who met his death at about the same time as Padre Solorzano. 

Two other martyrs on the list are the native Brother Phelipe Sonson and 
Brother Pedro Pavon.

An important Document in the history of the Marianas, being the original 
Manuscript Report (in Spanish) of the principal events of 1681-1682, signed by the 
Vice Provincial Solorzano, one of the earliest Christian Martyrs in the Marianas, 
who perished during the native rising 23rd July, 1684. 


Translation :—‘‘ On the 13th June, 1681, the ship San Telmo reached these 
Islands by way of the northern group, under the care of Don Francisco Henrique 
de Losada, and although it did not cast anchor at the port, our Lord was pleased 
to grant a calm sea and favourable winds, which drew the vessel close to the land, 
thereby enabling them to unload the cargo of supplies—somewhat diminished as to 
quantity, perhaps—which had been due to arrive from Manila. The reason for 
this deficiency was that the supplies had been divided, and part of them had been 
left at Manila at the time that the ship had set sail for New Spain, on the under- 
standing that the remainder would follow in a bilander which they say is being 
built in Manila on the instructions of the Governor, Don Juan de Vargas Hurtado, 
for the stimulation of trade between these Islands and the Philippines, and to 
comply at length with the orders of His Majesty. But the said bilander has not 
yet reached the Marianas, nor do we know up to the present that it has yet left 
Manila; but we feel the need of the articles which should have been despatched by: 
its means. 


‘“‘This delay or loss has been compensated by a new favour which His 
Majesty, King Charles the Second, has been pleased to confer on this Mission, by 
sending from Madrid, Field Marshal Don Antonio de Sarabia, as Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief of all these Islands, independently of the Viceroy of New 
Spain and the Governor of the Philippines, and with authority to conquer, explore, 
and govern, all the other islands and the adjacent and southern lands. Although 
this gentleman has arrived here in very poor health, and has already suffered 
much here, he has nevertheless not failed in carrying out his duty ; accustomed, as 
he has been to conquer enemies of the Crown in Catalonia, Sicily and other places ; 

- and with his fine qualifications and experience, he has augmented the progress of 
this new community, as will be seen in the course of this brief relation.’’ 


He then gives full particulars of the pioneer work carried out in the Islands; 
the Governor’s administration of both political and military matters; his firm pur- 
pose, and judgment in restoring the system of Residencies, and in organising

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civilised communities amongst the neglected natives, who began to enjoy the bless- 
ings of peace under a wise ruler. 


‘‘The Governor, observing the satisfactory state of the country and the dis- 
position of the natives, and that the Island was Christian, elected some amongst 
the most meritorious and faithful, and those who in wartime had come to the 
assistance of the Ministers, for the honour of local government appointments and 
Justices of their districts.”’ 


‘He also appointed a certain number of Missionaries for the administration 
of the local churches, so that all might live at peace with one another; and he 
favoured with the title of Lieutenant General, the famous Don' Antonio de Ayihi, 
veteran supporter and help of the Mission and of the Militia in this Garrison ; and, 
deeming it necessary that the natives should recognise a superior Power, and an 
overlord to whom we all owe allegiance, it was proposed to them to recognise and 
swear fealty to their King, our lord Charles the Second, to whose clemency, liber- 
ality and Catholic zeal they owed the well-being which they enjoyed, professing the 
Christian faith.’’. 


‘‘This they received very favourably, unanimously offering to do everything 
on their part in the discharge of their duty ; and a day was fixed for the ceremony, 
at which all the Chiefs were present, to take the Oath of Allegiance before Don 
Antonio de Sarabia, the Governor, on behalf of His Majesty, whom he represented.”’ 


‘¢ The following is the form of the Oath to King Charles I1:—‘ We, the local 
Governors and Chiefs of the districts and towns in this Island of San Juan, the 
principal island in the Marianas, having been summoned to this Island (bearing the 
Holy name of Mary) by Jesuit Fathers, under the very Reverend Padre Manuel de 
Solorzano, Superior and Vice-Provincial of the Mission, do spontaneously and of our 
own free will, promise before the Holy Trinity and the Virgin and swear with all 
due solemnity by the four Evangelists, to be faithful servants of our King, Charles 
the Second, and to obey his Royal commands as is done by his most loyal subjects 
in the other dominions of his extensive monarchy ; and to observe and abide by any 
law which His Majesty might be pleased to impose upon us. In witness whereof 
We sign our name in Church on the eighth day of September, anniversary of the 
birth of Our Lady Mary Mother of God, in the year 1681.’ 


‘They signed albeit crudely, this Oath of Allegiance after having repeated 
it in their native tongue, and when they left the Church, the artillery was dis- 
charged, muskets were fired, loud blasts were blown upon native instruments, and 
their hats were flung up into the air to demonstrate their happiness, whilst they 
shouted aloud, ‘ Long live the King, Long live the King Don Carlos Segundo.’ ”’ 


The Report chronicles many more events in an extremely interesting manner. 
The writer possessed humour, sympathy, intellect and philosophy, and his observa- 
tions are well worthy of a permanent place in the historical records of the period. 
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1682 A.D. [50] MARIANA MISSION. Manuscript Report (in 


Spanish) written by a Missionary Father, of events, native prac- 
tises, and work relating to the Mariana Mission.

Translation :—‘ I trust in God that some of the brief letters I wrote your 
Reverence last year on setting foot in these Islands, will have reached you safely. 
Although hurried notes, I was anxious to send them that you might have news 
of my arrival here, and that I have been, after all, destined for the cultivation 
of those poor souls . . . it seemed impossible that I could have arrived safe 
and sound after my many trials and poor health . . . but God must have heard 
all your prayers and the many others of my dear Padres and Brothers; and I had 
the benign protection of Holy Mary, who has given her glorious name to these 
Islands, and who, [ trust, will ever regard them as truly Marian. 


‘We set foot in these Islands on the féte day of the Martyrs and Patrons 
of these Islands, Vito, Modesto, and Crecenio, and of the Ven. Padre Diego Luis 
San Vitores. 


‘‘ We disembarked from the vessel ‘San Telmo’ on the 15th June, 1681, 
Padre Carlos Beranga, Padre Augustin Strobak, Padre Juan Tilpe, Padre Diego 
Zarzosa and I, at Umatag, a small port on the Island of San Juan; but at Agatifia, 
which is the seat of Government, where are the Governor, the Garrison and Padre 
Superior of this Mission, we were unable to cast anchor. 


‘¢ Arrived on land, we were received with peals of bells and hearty embraces 
by the Vice Provincial and other Padres. The hospitality lasted as long as the 
means of this poor island allowed; until St. Ignatius’ Day we remained at Agatiia 
: when his Reverence dispersed us over the Island. Padre Juan Tilpe and 
Pe. Diego Zarzosa remained at Agatiia, to assist in the spiritual culture of the 
soldiery, and to take charge of a seminary for boys, who are taught to read, write, 
sing in the choir and other subjects which they are capable of understanding 
and where there is a shortage of teachers, these boys are retained at the seminary 
until they reach man’s estate; and when they marry, they are given clothing for 
themselves and their wives, tobacco, a knife, timber, ete.—of which are the riches 
of this land. . . . Very often, good interpreters emanate from this college, 
who help the newly-arrived Padres like myself; and they live Christian lives as an 
example to the others. I can say the same of the girls. 


‘¢ Father Carlos Beranga was sent to the Residency at Agatha to accompany 
Pe. Thomas Cardefioso, one of the first companions of Padre Diego de San Vitores; 
Padre Agustin Estrobak, to the one at Pago in company with Padre Comano; 
Theophilo [de Angelis] to the one at Venasaga to serve Pe. Basilio le Roux, in 
praise of whom much might be written. 


‘‘In a short time I baptized sixty-eight persons here, six boys and the rest 
adults. After a short time had elapsed, in which the Island enjoyed the blessings 
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of God and peace amongst the Islanders, the Padres tried to raise a new Residency 
at Ritian, seven leagues from Agatiia, where a year ago, the angry mob had burnt 
it down, and Father Gerardo Bonwens had risked his life in the manifestation of 
his piety, seeing his beloved companions killed before his eyes . . . and the 
dissolute orgies of the natives, who had chafed under lawful control and waged war 
against us . . . when the Padre had been obliged to relieve the few soldiers 
on sentry-go, by day and night, and had had little else but cabbage-leaves to eat.”’ 


The writer relates in detail the many struggles that had ensued between the 
natives and the Government, and how Padre Bonwens had worked indefatigably 
for the restoration of order, aided by a young student priest, Lorenzo Bustilla. He 
also gives an account of the Vice Provincial’s visit to the Island of Rota. 


On the Padre Vice Provincial’s return from the Conference, it was 
decided i erect a new Residency in the Island of Rota, in the midst of which 
could be gathered all the scattered Islanders, they themselves offering to come 
down from the mountains and erect their little homesteads in the vicinity of the 
Padre’s home . . . thus, everything being arranged with Field Marshal Don 
Antonio de Sarabia, Governor of these Islands, they spent the early part of Lent 
of the year ’82 in starting this enterprise.’’ 


He gives news of other communities and states that the two murderers of 
Padre Diego Luis de San Vitores ‘‘ were hiding in this island of Rota in fear of 
imprisonment. . . . One of them shot some arrows at the Church one night, 
which were found there the next day; and another time, he made an attempt on 
the life of Brother Balthasar du Bois, when he was looking for wood for the build- 


ing. . . . All the Island is against these two evil-doers, and they have volun- 
teered to guard the Padres until they capture the delinquents, and they go out 
daily in search of them, in order to secure absolute peace . . . although it may 


be a greater glory to give our lives in this way, it is nevertheless advisable to 
defend ourselves, for the good of those poor souls, whose only Idol is their own 
flesh . . . but little by little, we are bringing them to a more moral mode of 
life. . . . Nearly all of them this year have been married according to the 
rules of the Council of Trient, and not as was their custom, which was, to regard 
a woman as their wife until such time as either of them was angered, when the 
injured party left the other and sought another mate, the children remaining with 
their mother. . . . Day by day, they come to us to be married, saying in their 
native tongue, ‘ Padre [ desire to marry according to the law of God, as the native 
form of marriage is forbidden.’ ”’ 


He describes graphically the new Residency, which is built entirely of wood, 
and painted white, ‘‘ and we have laid down much matting in the Church. 


‘‘ Saint Francis Xavier used to say that, amongst the Indians, there was 
little salvation to expect for the adults, and that the only good one could derive 
from the Indies was the salvation of the little ones. . . . So have I found it, 
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on account of their excessive liberty and the difficulty they experience in keeping 
the commandments . . . but I hope on for their salvation. : 

‘‘On féte days when they come to Mass they foregather outside the Church 
until the Padre summons them with a bell. This is the signal that they are to 
bear the standard of our Redemption, and they form a procession. Then the con- 
gregants of the various districts proceed with their Chief and Officers in front, the 
children following behind the standard bearer, and after them, the rest of the 
procession in twos, the men on one side, the women on the other. On raising the 
banner aloft, they chant the ‘Sarfahon,’ which is ‘Per Signum,’ etc. They 
continue in procession, singing the Ave Maria in their own tongue, and on arrival 
at the Church, they go down upon their knees and pray to ‘ Asayna,’ God, which 
is a prayer of contrition. After that, holy water is sprinkled, and the Mass begins, 
and two or three children chant the lessons in their native tongue, which all the 
others repeat. This lasts for a quarter of an hour after the Mass; and, on the 
conclusion of the Salvé, and Act of Contrition, the Padre delivers a short sermon 

and with that they return to their homes.”’ 


A Mariana Martyr’s Report of His Missionary EXPERIENCES AMONG 


THE INDIANS OF GUAM.

Translation :—‘‘ Last year I gave your Grace an account of this Christian 
community, and notified you of the arrival of Don Antonio Saravia; I will now 
proceed to give you as briefly as possible an account of the events which have 
occurred here from June, 1682, until the latter part of May, 1683. 

‘‘T told you how we had established a very good Christian community in this 
Island of San Juan, the principal Island of the Marianas, the natives being dis- 
persed over seven large districts, where there are as many Residencies of the Mis- 
sionary Fathers, and Churches. They live in peace and quiet, and have a police 
force, with a Minister of Justice, and discipline amongst the natives. 

‘‘ And as the Island of Rota was peaceful, and a Residency and Church had 
been established there, which we dedicated to San Francisco de Borja; and having 
myself made a tour of all the islands for the purpose of baptizing the infants (who 
since the death of the Ven. Padre San Vitores had lacked this spiritual aid) 

I reached the Island of Zaypan, where the natives conspired against me and against 
the escort of thirty soldiers who were with me, and wanted to kill us; in conse- 
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quence of which we were obliged to refrain from the prosecution of our aim, emerg- 
ing from one peril into another by sea, etc., in order to secure the subjection of 
that Island, where the people are cruel and the most churlish of the lot; and as it 
is Situated in the very centre of the island-group, it is a hindrance to the conver- 
sion of the rest, for we cannot pass on to them without entering Zaypan, neither 
can the natives come to us, especially as we lack the tender, with the possession 
of which all this could easily be remedied. Our principal desire was to remove 
this grave obstacle to the development of the Faith . . . the need being the 
more imperative on account of their having prepared to resist us, and captured 
sixty Christians from this Island of San Juan, who had gone there for purposes of 
trade, which the natives carry on amongst themselves; and they detained them 
with igh stubborn force, that they remained, so as not % risk their lives. 

This being a serious matter, the Military Chief! Don Antonio de Saravia, sent fae 
barques which belong to the Mission, one of ee he ordered to be peoeed 
last year, the other having been left us by the vessel San Antonio which passed 
this way in June, 1682 . . . and embarked with two priests and sixty soldiers 
for Zaypan. However, God, in his wisdom, ordained that there should be un- 
favourable winds, so that after two days at sea, where they were buffeted by the 
storm, the small craft succumbed to the greater force of the seas and tempest and 
arrived at this Camp of San Ignacia, very disconsolate but resigned to the will of 
God. 

‘“This good cavalier did not, however, abandon his enterprise, although a 
fresh contretemps compelled him to take to his bed for awhile; but, not wishing to 
forsake the work once begun, he deputed two of his Captains to take charge of the 
expedition, whilst I offered my services, since, being deprived of their Captain- 
General, I might at least prove of assistance to them with my experience and advice 
whenever necessary. 

‘‘The Common Enemy (the devil) rose against us—for see how greatly it 
mattered to him to thwart us; and it seems that our Lord gave his licence to 
disturb the seas and excite the fury of the winds to such an extent that we verily 
believed our last day had come. 

‘‘ Nevertheless, when the tempest had calmed, about the middle of November, 
1682, we embarked and arrived safely at Rota.’ . 

Further adventures at sea are related in detail, with an account of the gales 
which prevented the party from attempting to navigate the neighbouring seas. 
They therefore spent their time in developing the mission in Rota, organising the 
communal life of the natives and erecting a Church and house for the Padres which 
they dedicated to St. Francis Xavier, the Apostle of the Indies, ‘‘ thus the Island 
of Rota, or Santa Ana, is Franciscan and of the Mother of Mary, and the natives 
are very good, obedient and peaceful, and are very amenable to doctrine.’’ 

‘¢'We also salved some bronze, which had lain buried in the sea (with more 
which is now invisible) since the year 1604, when a passing ship named San Antonio 
—which had sailed from Manila that year—having suffered in a great storm, was 
finally washed to pieces off the island of Rota, with all lives lost.”’ 

He stresses the need for a regular communication between Manila and the 
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Marianas, mentioning that the last ship to bring supplies in 1682 had been com- 
manded by the capable Don Thomas de Andaya, ‘‘ who had all the supplies for the 
Mission, the Garrison, and the Collegiates, unloaded in six hours, so that as far as 
we are concerned, it is not necessary to detain these ships long in port. But the 
commander tarried a day and a half, taking on board 600 tanks of water, a large 
quantity of chickens, fat pigs, water-melons, bananas, cocoanuts, rice, other fruit, 
fish, and all this almost free of charge! The passengers delighted in landing after 
so long a voyage, to bathe in the beautiful river. . . . The assistant Bishop, 
D. Fr. Juan Duran, was amongst our recent visitors, and was deeply impressed by 
the kindliness of the Indians and the good influence exercised over them by the 
Company. He wanted to be the first Bishop to land on Marianan soil, and, in your 
Grace’s church of St. Dionysius, he confirmed many natives. . . . I do not 
doubt but what the Bishop must have spoken very highly of this Mission on his 
arrival at Manila, and I would be very glad, if, as an authoritative witness, he 
would give an account of all he saw to His Majesty, or the Council for the Indies.”’

Father Solorzano tells how supplies for the Mariana Islands had been delayed 
by storms, but that the people of Manila had sent help to them under the command 
of Don Damian de Esplaia. The garrison had been away in the island of Rota, 
preparing the conquest of the island of Zaypan, and on its return voyage had nearly 
been lost in a great storm together with the governor and various friendly Indians, 
in all some three hundred persons. ‘‘ Added to this anxiety was another, : 
which was that the bilander which was moored to the harbour with nine cables, 
broke away during the gale, and was finally smashed to pieces on the reefs off the 
shore, thereby destroying our hope of exploring the southern islands which lead 
to the unknown Austral lands and are the goal of our endeavours.”’ 


The writer goes on to tell how they had tried to obtain other boats for the 
purpose of exploring the islands in the South, and that the Governor having died 
Esplafia had been nominated in his stead. 


We have been unable to trace whether this proposed expedition ever set 
sail. 

Autograph Letter 
Signed (in Spanish) to the Duchess de Aveiro, giving detailed in- 
formation, as Head of the Mission, with regard to the turbulent 
events in the Mariana Islands.

Translation :—‘‘ As the head of this Christian Community in the Marianas, 
it is my duty to acquaint you with the news of the disasters which have befallen 
this Mission. 


‘The vessel under Major Don Damian de Esplana, a creole from Peru, 
arrived from Manila in this Island of San Juan or Guan, on 23rd August, 1683. 
On board were Padres Antonio Xaramillo and Juan Adan, and Captain Joseph de 
Quiroga who, as you are aware, was political Governor and in command of the 
Garrison in these Islands during 1680, until the appointment approved by His 
Majesty, of Don Antonio de Sarabia in 1681; who—being near unto death—had 
nominated the said Quiroga to be Acting Governor and Commander in Chief of the 
Islands in succession to himself. 


‘The failure to carry out this appointment has been the cause of much of 
our trouble. As expected, the Governor’s death occurred on the 3rd November, 
1683, whereupon Major Damian de Esplana presented a provisional document from 
the Royal Court and Chancellory of Manila, which, in consideration of his ser- 
vices, gave him the right to claim the position of Acting Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief of these Islands. 


‘¢ T cannot express to you my grief on learning of this appointment in favour 
of de Esplana, knowing him and his deeds as I do. On my return from Manila 
(where, in 1673 my superiors here had sent me, to negociate in the interests of 
this Mission) I found in 1675 this Major de Esplana already installed as Governor 
and Commander in Chief of these Islands, of which I had been appointed the 
spiritual head. 


‘‘ He left the Island in June, 1676, in a very perturbed state over the death 
of two Missionaries and four soldiers at the hands of the natives and in the same 
year, after his departure, they murdered another priest and seven more soldiers 
and burnt four churches and our lodgings, and the Indians made war on us : 
but the rising was finally quelled, although we were unable to live amongst them 
with any certainty of safety, until in 1680, Don Joseph Quiroga taking up the 
reins of government, began by subduing the entire Island of Guam and restoring 
order to.such an extent that Padre Manuel de Solorzano, then our Superior, divided 
the Island into seven districts, and built five churches and dwellings (apart from 
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the existing ones in Agadfia) and the Missionaries were able to continue their work 
without peril. 


‘‘ Within a year of his appointment to the Governorship, Don Joseph had 
conquered the Island of Rosa and Santa Ana, where lived the instigators of the 
previous risings and murders, which with sacrilegious daring had been committed 
against the Venerable Padre Vitores, Padre Antonio Marie de San Basilio and 
Sebastian de Monroy. He promptly executed judgment on them, as their atro- 
cities merited, thereby gaining a reputation amongst the soldiers for righteousness 
and courage, and amongst the islanders, great respect and awe which are necessary 
to the maintenance of loyalty and obedience to God, and His Majesty. 


‘‘ Knowing therefore, by experience, the difference in the qualifications of 
the one and the other . . . without wishing to contravene the authority of the 
provision document issued by the Royal Court of Manila . . . at the same 
time, in view of the fact that the Governor (Don Antonio de Sarabia) had himself 
nominated Quiroga as his temporary successor in the event of his own death, which 
took place shortly after his arrival—and in view of Quiroga’s singularly appro- 
priate qualifications and abilities for the post . . . his authority with the 
soldiers and the Indians, experience in these Islands, sagacity and courage .. . 
being above all others worthy of becoming, not only the acting Governor, but 
permanently in control, it was a bitter disappointment to learn of the appointment 
of Damian de Esplana. 


‘‘But our superiors here, Padre Xaramillo, the ‘ Visitador’ and Padre 
Solorzano, the ‘ Provincial,” held high hopes of Esplana—not knowing anything of 
him beyond what he himself said. 4 


‘‘On his entry into Office, we speedily began to realize the dangers that 
would soon threaten. . . . Our Governor’s self-confidence increased with the 
diminution of his prudence, particularly in regard to discipline and the military 
organisation so ably built up by Quiroga, who with customary zeal, had under- 
taken to conquer the Islands situated towards the north . . . and setting 
forth from Guam on the 23rd March, 1684, via the island of Rota, succeeded by 
the middle of April, in conquering the Islands of Agiguan, Finian, and Zaypan so 
skilfully, that he lost not one of the sixty soldiers he had taken with him. : 
Meanwhile, Quiroga was ordered to reconnoitre for the artillery off the vessel 
‘ Concepcion ’ which had been lost in the year 1638, and to find any possible means 


of salving it. . . . Well, with the assistance of his men and some natives, he 
did, in a short time, retrieve it all. There were twenty culverins, fourteen swivel- 
guns, all of bronze . . . and he stationed his troops in the Island of Zaypan, 


that being the most convenient for further exploration amongst the other northern 
islands. 


‘““These orders executed, our Governor chose twenty-five ‘soldiers, twenty 
from the Garrison at Zaypan and five others whom he sent out to join them, and 
sent them to the northern islands; and I, as spiritual head of this Mission (to 
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which, I was appointed on 18th June, 1685), sent Padre Pedro Comano, one of the 
earliest Missionaries, who was well-versed in the ways of the islanders and the 
native language, to accompany them, to administer the Sacrament if necessary 
during their perilous exploits. 


‘‘ While all this was happening as we desired, and our people were expected 
to return to Guam, accompanied by some families from those islands, the Lord 
permitted the Devil to tempt some of those of evil inclination in this island of 
Guam, finding the door open . . . whilst Quiroga guarded the recently-con- 
quered islands, and the vigilance here was somewhat relaxed . . . a dangerous 
state of affairs for those whose nature is unable to continue upon the right path, 
and aggravated by the Governor’s misplaced confidence in their integrity 
desiring their savage liberty, they carried out on Sunday, the 28rd July, 1684, 
after Mass, the conspiracy which they had begun in May or June of that year. 


‘The first one on whom they vented their fierce energy was the Governor 
himself. Four young impudent, boisterous ruffians went to his house to fetch him 
out, but discovered he was not there, and, eventually meeting him in the street, 
alone, unsuspecting, entirely unarmed, they attacked him savagely, threw him 
down, cut open his face, and stabbed him several times whilst they jeered and 
scoffed . . . they would assuredly have killed him outright, had not two 
soldiers run to his assistance in answer to the loud screams of a Mariano boy, and 
slew the ringleader whereat the other three promptly took to their heels and fled. 


‘‘ The Governor badly wounded, and the enemy thinking him dead, they pro- 
ceeded to attack us Religiosos in our homes . . .. scarcely a soldier was abie 
to offer us any protection, owing to the mismanagement in the issue of arms 
thus the conspirators wounded six of our people, four of whom died of their wounds 
that same evening—one of them being our zealous Padre Provincial, Manuel de 
Solorzano ; another, Padre Theophilo de Angelis [who had been intended for the 
Australian Mission] whom you knew as a man of excellent character and truly 


Apostolic spirit . . . they who killed him were of his own congregation 
whilst a third padre was murdered in the Island of Finian, and a fourth in ie 
Island of Rota . . . likewise, the natives of Finian, acting upon the false 


rumour that all our people at Guam had been done to death, killed two soldiers, 
seven sailors and seven Philippinos, and destroyed two of our ships loaded with 
artillery, which were awaiting favourable winds to make the return journey to 
Guam.’’

‘“The letter which you gave me for Cantera, the Inquisitor at Lima, | 
handed him personally, and it was received with due reverence and much joy, and 
in return for this I was rewarded with much hospitality, which I judge to have 
been inspired by your Excellency’s favour. 


‘*T notify you of the events which are happening in this country and of the 
perils, against which no decision seems to be taken . . . we find ourselves 
encountering more than a thousand Englishmen, awaiting help from more and 
assisted by the Indians; and at altitude 60 they have discovered a safe means of 
navigation, by which they have sent through, four vessels of forty guns and much 
ammunition with which to arm whatever vessels they may capture from this 
kingdom; and indeed they have already captured twelve ships, of which five are 
already mounted with guns. At first, when the news was communicated by the 
President [Governor] of Chile, that the enemy was in these parts, they took it 
as a jest although it was true; thus the enemy robbed and burned vessels, 
demolishing the ports, destroying the temples, and terrorising the inhabitants, most 
of whom went inland. As the Viceroy of this Dominion did not order the punish- 
ment of these pirates, the whole city of Lima seemed on the point of being lost. 
The Archbishop is greatly opposed to the Viceroy on account of this great 
negligence in omitting to safeguard the country . . . and it has been decided 
that the fleet should set out to fight, and sweep the seas, without taking any 
money or treasure on board. Don Thomas Palabecino, the Viceroy’s brother-in- 
law, takes command of the troops, and the fleet’s admiral is Don Antonio de Beas. 
They sail on Easter Day . . . and nobody wishes to risk his money as it is 
known that the enemy’s intention is to take the treasure.’’

The rare first English edition, of what is perhaps the most famous of all the 
fictitious accounts of Australia. The author had some curious ideas to put for- 
ward concerning the conformation and manners of the Australians, so much so, 
that his work met with considerable opposition in certain parts, and in Geneva, 
even its sale was forbidden. The preface sets forth the discoveries of Magellan, 
Marco Polo, and Quiros in reference to a Southern Continent and states that it is 
to Sadeur that the actual discovery is due. 


Especially remarkable, in the English Edition, is the fact that John Dunton, 
its translator and publisher, anglicises the name ‘‘ Terre Australe’’ into Aus- 
tralia, and the inhabitants into Australians. Purchas had also used the name 
earlier when his publisher had misprinted the word Australia. Later writers, in- 
cluding Hawkesworth, adopted and repeated the wrong spelling, which is now, of 
course, in general use. 


De Foigny’s Australia was placed between South America and South Africa. 
He tells how Sadeur, after rounding the Cape had arrived in sight of Madagascar 
when a tremendous storm drove his vessel a thousand leagues to the Westward, and 
wrecked it on Australia.

This work is sometimes found under the name of Tancred Robinson, who 
was its editor. It is of the greatest importance to an Australian collector as it con- 
tains one of the earliest English accounts of Tasman’s famous voyage of 1642, in 
which he discovered Tasmania and New Zealand. This short account is based upon 
that by Dirk Rembrantse, published in Holland about 1678. In his long introduc- 
tion the author speaks of explorations towards the South Terra Incognita, and 
suggests that the Dutch had made great discoveries there which they had never 
divulged, speaks of Quiros, Drake, Magellan, and others who had sailed the south 
seas, and writes ‘‘ Tis probable by Abel Jansen Tasman’s Navigation, that New 
Guinea, New Carpentaria, and New Holland, are a vast prodigious Island, which 
he seems to have encompassed in his voyage, setting out from Batavia to Maurice 
Isle . . . he fell upon those new Tracts of Land called Van Diemen’s, and 
afterwards upon New Zealand, to the South-Kast of New Holland; returning to 
Batavia through part of the South Sea (wherein he discovered new Islands) and so 
Northwards to New Guinea to the Molucco’s, and Java.”’

The original editions of one of the most famous works in the history of 
Australia, being the earliest accounts of the first two English expeditions to 
Australia. 

Dampier, the explorer, buccaneer, and privateer, was one of England’s most 
famous seaman. After years of adventures at sea and along the coasts of Spanish 
America, he, in 1685, joined Captain Swan of the ‘‘ Cygnet,’’ who was eager to try 
his hand in the Western Pacific. After taking several small Spanish prizes among 
the East Indian Islands, they made for the vaguely known coast of New Holland. 
Australia was sighted on 4 Jan., 1688, near the Lacepede Islands. The vessel 
sailed along the coast to the entrance of King Sound, where she was hove to and 
repaired. Here it was that the first English landing was made in Australia. 
Dampier made the fullest possible notes about the country and its inhabitants, 
about whom he wrote ‘‘ the miserablest people in the world. The Hodmadods 
(Hottentots) of Monomatapa, though a nasty people, yet for wealth are gentlemen 
to these.’? The ‘‘ Cygnet’? left Australia on March 12th, and Dampier, with 
several others, was marooned on the Nicobar Islands. After various adventures he 
reached England, and published the first of his books, which stirred Lord Orford 
and Lord Pembroke, of the Admiralty, to consider the possible advantages of a 
settlement in New Holland. 

In 1698 Dampier was put in command of the ‘‘ Jolly’ prize and ordered to 
make an expedition to New Holland, New Guinea and the Eastern Spice Islands. 
This was the second English expedition to Australia. The ‘‘ Jolly ’’ not being sea- 
worthy was exchanged for the ‘‘ Roebuck.’’ On 2 August, 1699, he arrived at the 
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coast of Western Australia, near Houtman’s Abrolhos, and sailed northwards 
along the coast to an inlet which he named Shark’s Bay. Finding no water, he 
proceeded past the Dampier Archipelago to Roebuck Bay, where on August 31st 
he again came in touch with the natives. His crew being down with scurvy, and no 
fresh water being obtainable, he left Australia and sailed to Timor. After resting 
his men he sailed for New Guinea, and hence to New Ireland and New Britain 
(which he named), where he discovered Dampier Strait. After further adventures 
he arrived back in England in 1701.

One section is devoted 
to America, which includes a chapter on the Unknown Lands, in which it is stated 
that Unknown Australia extends into different climates and different zones, is more 
fertile in the north, and that one Fernandez Quir, a Spaniard, Juan de More, and 
various Dutchmen have discovered many mouths of rivers, but have not sailed 
inland, only having stopped at various gulfs and harbours. These lands comprise 
the Tierra Grande, Tierra del Fuego, Island of New Guinea, Islands of Horn, Cocos, 
Traydores, and others, of which the coasts only are known.

Edward Cooke was second captain on board the ‘‘ Dutchess,’’ the ship which 
accompanied the ‘‘ Duke,’’ both under Woodes Rodgers, on a privateering voyage 
round the world. Captain Burney says that Cooke’s journal and charts are in- 
ferior to those published by Woodes Rodgers. Dampier, who projected the ex- 
pedition, and prevailed upon some able persons at Bristol to venture upon the 
undertaking, went as pilot in the ‘‘ Duke.’’ It is generally supposed that De Foe 
took his ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe’’ from the account here given of Alex. Selkirk, as it 
was the first book containing it. 

This expedition sailed across the Pacific Ocean from California to Guam, in 
the Marianas, in the early part of 1710. On arriving at Guam the author tells 
how Spaniards there told them that one of their vessels had discovered a group of 
islands which they called the Solomon Islands, which had not been seen for a 
great many years.

There was apparently rivalry between the publishers of Cooke’s 
Account and the publishers of Woodes Rogers’ Account to be the first to put the 
record of this famous voyage on the market. This particular edition is in an 
entirely different setting up from the two volume one. The text is somewhat more 
closely printed and extents to 456 pages, with 12 preliminary leaves and 6 leaves 
of Index and Advertisement at the end. The first volume of the other edition con- 
tains 432 pp. of text, besides 11 preliminary leaves and 5 leaves of index. The 
title is identical, except for the omission of the words ‘‘In two volumes.’’ This 
contains the full account of the American part of the voyage, but after leaving 
California it appears to have been rushed through the press and much abbreviated. 
The sailing directions are not included. Sabin does not mention this edition.

Capt. Woodes 
Rogers’ privateering, expedition set sail from Bristol on August 2, 1708. It sailed 
down the coast of Brazil, and round Cape Horn into the South Sea, where, being 
threatened by a storm, it resolved to make for the deserted island of Juan 
Fernandez. Arriving off the island at night a light was seen which at first was 
believed to shew the presence of an enemy vessel, but a boat being sent to the 
shore the following morning, a man was discovered dressed in goat skins and 
speaking English with difficulty. This was the celebrated Alexander Selkirk, who 
had been marooned four years before by Capt. Stradling during Dampier’s voyage, 
and who has been immortalised as the original of Defoe’s ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe.’ 
An account of his adventures is given. 


The expedition now cruised along the coast of Peru, taking various prizes 
and finally reached California, then crossed the Pacific to Asia, and arrived home 
in 1711 by way of the Cape of Good Hope. Rogers gives a very interesting account 
of the Island of Guam and of his reception there by the Spaniards.

Le Gentil appears to have sailed to Brazil, then round South America to 
Chili and overland to Lima. At Lima he joined a vessel sailing across the Pacific 
to Guam and China. On the voyage an owl flew on board, from which circumstance 
Le Gentil says that Pacific Islands must lie much nearer America than they were 
shewn on maps to do. The only land they saw was the ‘‘ Isle de la Passion.’”’ On 
his way back to France he again visited the coast of Brazil.

On the outbreak of war with Spain in 1739, Anson was recalled from Carolina 
(where he had been engaged on active service for many years, and where a town 
and county were named Ansonborough after him), and entrusted with the com- 
mand of eight vessels, equipped to annoy the Spaniards in the South Seas, and to 
co-operate with Vernon across the Isthmus of Panama. No national advantage 
arrived from this voyage; he lost seven of his ships along the American coast and 
rounding Cape Horn, etc., and most of his men from scurvy, but was able to enrich 
himself and his surviving companions by the capture of a rich Spanish galleon 
on her passage from Acapulco to Manilla. His book met with a most favourable 
reception.

This very interesting manuscript was evidently compiled by Cook, partly 
from his own observations, and partly from information supplied by the navigators. 
It is nowhere signed, but that it was written by him seems to be proved, first by 
the handwriting which, in our opinion, formed after very careful examination, is 
undoubtedly Cook’s, and secondly by the following sentence which seems to record 
one of the writer’s own observations :— 


‘Nov. 24, 1757. Sounding upon the Warner Sand, going into Spithead, I 
found upon ye Sand close to ye Buoy 20 foot water,”’ etc. 


On Nov. 24, 1757, Cook was Master of H.M.S. Pembroke, and inspection of 
the Captain’s Log of this ship at the Public Record Office shews that on this date 
the Pembroke was lying at St. Helens, in the Isle of Wight, at the entrance to 
Spithead. As the Warner Sand is on the Isle of Wight side of the Channel, Cook 
would have had ample opportunity of making soundings on it that day. 


However, in other places in the Manuscript, Cook uses the first person 
singular when quoting from some other person. In such case he usually gives his 
authority, but not always. The sailing directions being for his own particular use, 
information about various ports and soundings has been collected under various 
headings, for practical purposes. So, in one specially interesting passage he uses 
the first person singular when the information must have been quoted from someone 
else. This passage relates to directions for entering the harbour of Boston,:Mass., 
and reads :— 


‘Tf you are bound for Boston, and would sail in between the Island call’d 
Brewster’s and Allberton Point, to this Point you must give a good birth there 
being a very dangerous Ledge of Rocks Lying off It. So you must keep near to ye 
Brewston, there is Likewise in going in another Rock, on wch. ye Centurion struck 
when I was Master of her.’’ 


Of course Capt. Cook was never Master of the Centurion, which was Anson’s 
flagship when the latter sailed round the World in 1740-4. So this information has 
been copied down as being likely to prove of use to him in his work, rather than as 
a record of his own experiences. The Centurion was much in North American 
waters! between 1754 and 1759, at a period when Cook was also in those parts. 


On the last page is a short quotation ‘‘ from Mr. Cook.’’ The famous Captain 
Cook had a contemporary and acquaintance who bore his name, James Cook, and 
who was also quite a well known Captain. The formation of the writing of this 
name ‘‘ Cook ’’ is exactly the same as in Capt. Cook’s own signature. This fact,

coupled with that of the greatest similarity, throughout, of the writing of this 
manuscript with various autograph letters of Cook’s, and with various of his own 
journals in the British Museum, together with the other details we have given, 
leave us in no doubt that this most interesting manuscript is in the autograph of 
the great explorer, and is a most remarkable proof of the diligence with which he 
studied. his profession. 


The volume itself opens with, a table of distances along the South Coast of 
England, followed by a long series of observations, entitled, ‘‘ Course and Distance 
from the So. Foreland to the Lands End of England,’’ and comprising 42 sections, 
giving sailing directions for various ports along the South Coast, and observations 
concerning soundings and rocks, ete. 


Then follows a series of twenty-six sections relating to the Channel Islands ; 
a long account of the entrance into Lisbon; Portmaon Harbour (i.e. Port Mahon) ; 
Directions for the Coast of Tripoli and Tunis; and Directions for Allgier. 


Next come eleven and a half pages of details concerning North American 
Navigation. Comprising :— 

Directions for Newfoundland ; from Cape Clear in Ireland to Cape St. Francis 
in Newfoundland. 

Directions for New England, from Newfoundland to Cape Cod. Including 
particulars for the entrance into Boston Harbour. 

Directions for Piscataway in New England. 


Directions for :—Mountseratt ; Barbadoes ; St. Kitts; Port Royal in Jamaica ; 
and other places in the West Indies.

Early in 1764 the Hon. Byron was appointed to the ‘‘ Dolphin’”’ Frigate, 
the first English naval vessel to be sheathed with copper, and ordered to proceed 
to the Hast Indies, with secret instructions, however, to sail to the Pacific Ocean 
on an exploring expedition. The vessel sailed across the Pacific westwards from 
the Straits of Magellan, and managed, almost miraculously, to avoid discovering 
any islands except in the northern part of the Low Archipelago, where seven 
islands were discovered. Had Byron covered his ground as should have been done 
he could not failed to have discovered the Low Archipelago proper and the Society 
Islands. He completed his circumnavigation of the globe in twenty-two months, 
an easy record up to that time, but a record which should not have been made in 
a voyage which was intended for discovery.

An extremely interesting journal, of the greatest value and importance for 
the early history of discovery among the South Sea Islands. On June 9, 1770, a 
strong Spanish force had turned out the English from their settlements in the 
Falkland Islands, at Port Egmont. England had claimed the Islands from the 
fact that they were first seen by the famous Englishman Sir Richard Hawkins, 
in 1593. But Spain feared that an English settlement in those seas would be a 
menace to the whole of her South American possessions, and had not forgotten 
the havoe caused by Drake and his small force. At the same time Don Manuel de 
Amat, the Spanish Viceroy of Peru, had recalled to his memory the fact that in 
the year 1687 the English Captain, Edward Davis, had discovered away out in the 
Pacific Ocean an island which he had named Davis or David Island. As England 
had, unknown to Spain, formed a settlement in the Falkland Islands, there was 
also the possibility that she had done the same at David Island, which would 
equally be a menace to Spanish America, so the Viceroy determined to send out 
an expedition to re-discover this island, explore it, make friends with the natives 
or turn out the colony of any other nation which might have settled there, if 
possible. This present journal is the record of that expedition for the re-discovery 
of David Island and of its later expeditions towards the islands of the Chiloe 
Archipelago. 

‘Whatever may be the identity of the island met with by Davis, the fact 
that the one explored by the Spanish ships under Captains Felipe Gonzalez and 
Antonio Domonte in 1770 was Haster Island admits of no question. It agreed in 
the particulars assigned to Davis’s discovery, however, only in its reputed 
situation, in lacking the protection of a barrier reef, and in having been previously 
visited by no more than one European voyager—in this case Master Jacob 
Roggeveen in 1722, who gave to it the name Paasch or “ Easter ’’ island by which 
it is still generally known.’ | 

This is the original manuscript journal of the voyage, from a copy of which, 
Bolton Glanvill Corney has made his translation which was published in 1908 by 
the Hakluyt Society as ‘‘ Gonzalez Voyage to Easter Island in 1770-1.”’ In his 
introduction, Corney states: ‘‘ The third journal which is the fullest and perhaps 
the best, is Trom the pen of Don Francisco Antonio de Aguera y Infanzon, who

sailed as first pilot in the Santa Rosalia with the rank of Alferez de Fragata or 
Sub-Lieutenant . . . in translating this journal I have used the official copy 
filed in the Archivo General de Indias; but two other copies made from it in 
pursuance of the Royal Command dated Jan. 1st, 1778, are in the library of the 
Real Academia de la Historia at Madrid, and these were collated and found to be 
the same. A fourth copy of Aguera’s journal is in the Manuscript Room of the 
British Museum. . . . It will be noticed that none of the journals include 
particulars of the homeward voyage from Chiloe to Callao.’? This latter statement 
is of great importance, since the MS. offered herewith does contain the daily 
records of the voyage from Chiloe and ends with the date 29th March, 1771, when 
the expedition regained the shores of Callao. We have examined the MS. at 
the British Museum, which gives more often an abridged record of the daily 
navigation than the identical text of our MS.; moreover, there are no silhouette 
drawings of the coast of Easter Island, such as appear in this one, and the text 
of the copy ends abruptly on the dates 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th January, whereas 
our MS. finishes in a manner far more in keeping with a complete diary, the final 
page bearing the signature Franco. Anto. Aguera under the paragraph: ‘‘I give 
infinite thanks to the Almighty that, after navigating for more than five and a 
half months, He has deigned to restore us to the port of our goal, where we should 
incessantly pay tribute to Him for such great benefits, beseeching Him to continue 
to give us His saintly help so that all our work may redound to the honour and 
glory of His Church, the service of our Monarch, and honour of the Spanish nation. 
—On board the frigate Sta. Rosalia, 29th March, 1771.’ As the original has 
admittedly never found its way into an official archive, it was probably in the 
private possession of the writer or his family. 

As Corney states in his book, the voyage was conducted ‘‘ under instructions 
issued by the Viceroy of Peru in obedience to a Royal command, for the purpose 
of, annexing a portion of land in the Eastern Pacific Ocean believed to be about 
six hundred leagues west from the coast of Chile, in the latitude of Copiapo. .. . 
The land they were instructed to search for and explore, and annex to the 
dominions of the Spanish monarch, was that which had been reported by Edward 
Davis in 1687, and was still mystically designated the Island of David. What they 
did find proved to be the same as Paasch or Easter Island—a name which had been 
bestowed upon it by Mynher Jacob Roggeveen, who, in 1722, was the first European 
to definitely discover and set foot upon its shores whilst endeavouring to discover 
Australia. Pending a determination of its identity the Spaniards favoured its 
earlier designation Tierra de David, and they carried instructions to rename it 
after their Sovereign, which they loyally obeyed, though its appellation of San 
Carlos has not survived.’’ Remarking upon reference books which mention the 
discovery of Easter Island, Corney makes the following important statement: 
‘‘Tt is further customary—it might be said almost universal—in the same class 
of books, to omit all mention of the expedition under Don Felipe Gonzalez, who 
was the first explorer to refind Easter Island after the more widely known visit of 
Jacob Roggeveen.’’

tion left the port of Callao (Peru) on the 10th October, 1770, ‘‘ Commissioned for 
the purpose of exploring the Island of David and other islands in the South Seas,’’ 
under the supreme command of Captain Phelipe Gonzalez Haedo. There were 
two ships: the frigate Sta. Rosalia, on which the writer of the diary sailed, under 
the command of Captain Antonio Domonte, with a crew of 300, and 26 guns; and 
the warship San Lorenzo, carrying 70 guns. From about 3 leagues S.SE. off the 
island of San Lorenzo (Callao) Aguera took his ‘‘ point of departure, taking as a 
basic point latitude 12° 5’ and longitude 298° 45’ meridan of Teneriffe, according 
to Bellin’s French chart,’’ from which he made his calculations practically through- 
out the voyage. Proceeding to the south-west, the writer describes the route and 
observations made on the way to the Isla de David. Once or twice they were 
deceived by the presence of strange birds and what appears to have been a mirage 
of clouds into imagining that they had almost reached the elusive island. On the 
15th November they finally sighted land at 27° 2’ lat., 267° 1’ longitude, of which 
the writer gives some rough coloured drawings and a detailed geographical descrip- 
tion. He gives an interesting description of their reception by the native Indians, 
and his impressions of them. ‘‘ They seemed to have had no commercial relations 
with any Kuropean, Asiatic or American nation, possessing no jewels; metals or 
clothes. Their religion is idolatry and in no respect do they resemble the Indians 
of Chile, Peru and New Spain, these islanders being very tall and well proportioned. 
Being so docile, I think it would be easy to domesticate and convert them to any 
religious belief.’’ They were apparently communists in practice if not in political 
theory, playfully taking possession of anything they fancied, and as cheerfully 
surrendering their property to anyone who desired it; while as proof of their 
intelligence, the writer mentions that they were fond of repeating the sentence in 
Spanish: ‘‘ Long live the King of Spain, Charles iI’’! 

On the 20th November, a number of troops landed, and after a picturesque 
military and religious ceremony, formal possession was taken, in the name of the 
Spanish king, the island being given the new name of San Carlos. 

There follows a quaint vocabulary of as many native words as the writer 
could master, which is of considerable philological interest inasmuch as it must 
have been the first dictionary of its kind ever compiled. There are further draw- 
ings by Aguera, whose particular work it was to chart the islands and make the 
minutest records and observations. He has, however, also given many interesting 
records of a less technical nature which render his manuscript a far more readable 
relation than if he had kept within the confines of a purely formal logbook. There 
is much interesting information regarding the Viceroy’s instructions for a survey 
of the Chilean Archipelagos of Madre de Dios and Chonos, and of their navigation 
along the Chilean coast from the island of Chiloe (where they stayed for a short 
time) to vuan Fernandez Island (Robinson Cruscée’s Island) and Callao, records 
which, do not come into Corney’s book—his translation ending with the record for 
January 9th—and have, therefore, presumably, never yet been published. 

It was the success of this expedition which let directly to the further Spanish 
exploring expeditions among the Pacific Islands, and particularly those of Com- 
manders Boenechea, Gayangos, and Cayetano de Ldéngara in their quest and 
occupation of Tahiti during the years 1772-1776.

Consequently when the 
South Sea Expedition was given to the command of Cook, Dalrymple was embittered 
and lost no opportunity of attacking Cook, stating that the latter, in claiming the 
discovery of the East Coast of Australia, had only stolen the knowledge of the 
Portuguese and French navigators of two hundred years earlier. Nevertheless, 
Dalrymple must always rank as one of the greatest figures in the history of the 
discovery of Australia.

An extremely important anonymous work, surreptitiously published two 
months after the return of the ‘‘ Endeavour,’’ and nearly two years before Hawkes- 
worth’s eagerly awaited ‘‘ Account.’’ Watt ascribed it to Sir Robert Banks, but 
it was neither written by him, by Cook, by Hawkesworth, nor by Solander, but was 
probably the Journal of one of the civilians who died at Batavia. Wood, in his 
‘‘ Discovery of Australia,’’ however, ascribes it to James Magra or Matra, the 
American midshipman, who made the voyage. 

The work itself is a short but interesting narrative of Cook’s First Voyage, 
and the First Publication connected with the First Voyage, which relates to his 
visits to Tahiti, and New Zealand, the annexation of Australia, visits to New 
Guinea, Batavia, and Rio de Janeiro, etc.

As a young man, Bourgainville distinguished himself in the war between 
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BouGaINviLLe (LEWIs DE)—continued. 


England and France in Canada, and was aide-de-camp to Montcalm. After the 
Seven Years’ War, he fitted out an expedition at his own expense to colonise the 
Falkland Islands for France. Spain took offence, and the French Government 
decided to formerly hand the Islands over to her. The expedition described in this 
present volume was the result. Bougainville was instructed to proceed to the 
Malouine or Falkland Islands, hand them over officially to the Spanish Authorities, 
and then to proceed across the Pacific Ocean to the East Indies and so back to 
France. This was the first French expedition to sail round the world. 

The expedition called at the Island of Tahiti, which was annexed for France 
by Bougainville and named La Nouvelle Cythére. Actually the Islands had been 
re-discovered a few months earlier by Captain Wallis in the ‘‘ Dolphin.’”’ They 
were probably actually first discovered by Quiros in 1607. Bougainville gives a 
long account of Tahiti and several other of the Society Islands, and a vocabulary. 
Several other South Sea Islands were also visited. 

It is most remarkable that Bougainville only lost seven men out of a crew 
of 200. His account is written with simplicity and some humour. He saw much 
distinguished naval service on his return, and died in 1814.

These famous accounts of Cook’s three voyages undoubtedly form the basis 
for a collection of Australasian books. They rank with those of Columbus, 
Magellan, and Tasman, as among the greatest ever made, and comprise :—

This is known as Cook’s First Voyage, 1768-1771. It was primarily of a 
scientific nature, being undertaken to observe the transit of Venus at Tahiti, but 
resulted in the circumnavigation and exploration of New Zealand, and the dis- 
covery of the unknown Eastern Coast of Australia, and the annexation of New 
Zealand and Australia by Great Britain. Of the three other voyages contained 
herein, that of Byron’s resulted in very little in the way of discovery, but was the 
fastest circumnavigation accomplished up to that period, 1764-1766.

The voyage 
resulted in the discovery and exploration of the Hawaiian Islands, and the explora- 
tion of the North-West coast of America, and further exploration at Tasmania, New 
Zealand, Harvey Islands, Tonga, Tahiti, and Kerguelen Island. It was on his 
second visit to the Hawaiian Islands that he was drawn into his unfortunate dis- 
pute with the natives, which resulted in him meeting his death at their hands.

When Tahiti was discovered the early South Sea Navigators brought back 
reports of the special excellence of the Bread-fruit tree there, and several voyages 
were made partly with the object of trying to introduce the tree into the West 
Indian Islands, among others, the fateful voyage of Bligh in the ‘‘ Bounty’’ was 
made for that express purpose.

Bouvet was a distinguished seaman in the French Compagie des Indes. 
From the age of sixteen he had been convinced of the existence of a great ‘‘ Terre 
Australe,’’ and in 1788 he finally persuaded the Company to send out an expedition 
to search for that continent, which would be of the greatest value as a base for the 
company’s operations. Land was discovered and named Cap de la Circoncision. 
Bouvet believed this to form part of the great southern continent. It was after- 
wards named Bouvet Island. Cook and Ross both searched for it in vain, and it 
was not re-discovered until Nov. 25, 1898. 


Brosses, in his work (1756), gave a short account of this voyage. For years 
there was much controversy over the matter and on several occasions extracts were 
published. This edition was published by Dalrymple in his Collection of voyages 
to the South Atlantic, from the original manuscript. Burney, in his great work on 
the South Seas, says that a similar account to this was also issued in Feb., 1740, 
m °' Les Journaux de ‘Trevoux.”’

‘“The attention of Government having been turned to the discovery of a 
north-west passage in the Arctic regions, Cook volunteered to conduct the Ex- 
pedition, and his offer was gladly accepted. Two ships, the ‘ Resolution’ and the 
‘ Discovery,’ were speedily equipped and placed under his care. Cook’s instruc- 
tions were to sail first into the Pacific through the chain of the newly discovered 
islands which he had recently visited, and on reaching New Albion (Northern Cali- 
fornia) to proceed northward as far as latitude 65° and then to endeavour to find a 
passage to the Atlantic. 


‘* Setting sail from the Nore, June 25, 1776, he cruised for a considerable 
time in the South Pacific, discovering several small islands. He continued for 
several months in the Friendly or Tongan Islands, and only set sail for the north 
in Jan., 1778. On his passage from the Friendly Islands he discovered a group 
which he named the Sandwich Islands (Hawaiian Islands). After circumnavigating 
these, and laying down their position on a chart, Cook reached the Coast of 
America in March, 1778; and following the coast-line northwards, penetrated into 
the bay afterwards known as Cook’s Inlet. Disappointed of a passage in this 
direction, he sailed for Behring’s Straits, where again he found the passage inter- 
cepted by an impenetrable wall of ice. Returning to winter at the Sandwich 
Islands, he discovered Mowee (Maui), and Owhyhee or Hamaii, where he met his 
tragical death.’ 


The artist, John Webber, was the son of a Swiss sculptor who had settled in 
England. He studied at Berne and Paris, and in 1776 exhibited a portrait of his 
brother at the Royal Academy. This was seen by Dr. Solander and led to his 
appointment as draughtsman to Cook’s last voyage, 1777-1779.

Forster and his son accompanied Cook on his second voyage as naturalists. 
An excellent account is given of the countries visited in 1772-5, prefaced by a short 
journal of daily events. The remarks concerning the human species are especially 
interesting and detailed. It was originally intended that the official account of 
this voyage should have been penned by Forster, but, owing to a dispute with the 
Admiralty the work was given to Cook, and Forster was forbidden to publish his 
record. He, however, got his son to write an account, which was published before 
Cook’s. This act led to his dismissal by the Admiralty, and he returned to 
Germany. He, himself, published the present volume following the appearance of 
the official account.

Capt. Forrest served for some years in the navy, and had made several 
voyages to the East. ‘‘ In 1770 he was engaged in forming the new settlement at 
Balambangan, which had been recommended by Alex. Dalrymple, and in 1774, when 
the council, in accordance with their instructions, and with a view to developing 
new sources of trade, were desirous of sending an exploring party in the direction 
of New Guinea, Forrest offered his services, which were readily accepted. He 
sailed in the Tartar, a native boat of about ten tons burden, with two English 
officers and a crew of eighteen Malays. In this, accompanied during part of the 
time by two small boats, he pushed his explorations as far as Geelvink Bay in New 
Guinea. The voyage was one of examination and enquiry rather than discovery, 
and the additions made to geographical knowledge were correction of detail rather 
than startling novelties ; but the tact with which Forrest had conducted his inter- 
course with the natives, and the amount of work done in a crazy boat of ten tons, 
deservedly won his credit as a navigator.”’

This present edition was compared with and corrected from the official 
record. 


On Ledyard’s return to America, his native country, he published an edition 
at Hartford, in 1783. 


John Ledyard (1751-88) was an adventurous American of some education. 
Visiting England, he entered as corporal of marines under Capt. Cook, then about 
to sail on his third voyage. Of this he kept a journal, which was claimed by 
the Admiralty. He died at Cairo, when about to explore in Africa on behalf of 
the African Association.

Dionisio Alcala Galiano, brigadier in the Spanish Navy, was born at Cabra, 
Cordoba, in 1762, and died in 1805 at the Battle of Trafalgar. He entered the 
Navy in 1775, and on account of his special talent for science, was sent on various 
scientific expeditions, one of the earliest being the expedition to the Strait of 
Magellan (described in this manuscript) under the command of Don Antonio de 
Cordoba. Two years later, he was commissioned to accompany Tofifio’s expedition 
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to the Azores and to assist in charting these islands; while the following year, 
1789, he joined Malaspina’s expedition of more ambitious scope, which, following 
the programme of Cook and La Pérouse, proposed to make a tour round the 
world. During that voyage he accompanied Malaspina on the ‘‘ Descubierta,’’ 
and made many valuable nautical and astronomical observations; and, at 
Malaspina’s suggestion to the Viceroy of New Spain, Galiano was placed in charge 
of two schooners, the ‘‘ Sutil’’ and ‘‘ Mejicana,’’ for the purpose of exploring the 
Strait of Fuca with a view to ascertaining whether that was the channel, indicated 
by Ferrer-Maldonado, which led from the Pacific to the Atlantic. 


Galiano was reputed to be the first man to solve in a precise and original 
manner ‘‘ the problem of finding the latitude by means of the height of the polestar 
observed at any distance from the meridian.”’ 


When war broke out between England and Spain, he conducted a vessel 
from Veracruz to Cadiz, forcing his way through the blockade. During the Battle 
of Trafalgar, where he was mortally wounded in the head, he commanded the 
warship Bahama ‘‘ with much valour and heroism.’’ He left a Memoria on the 
subject of latitude, and another on the calculation by trigonometry of the height 
of mountains. Accounts of his voyages to the Azores, Fuca and the Magellan 
Straits, have been published. Navarrete devotes seven pages of his ‘‘ Biblioteca 
Maritima Espafiola’’ to Galiano, adding: ‘‘ Much more could be said of him in 
addition to these notes, if his scientific works and personal merits were not already 
so well known through the medium of many publications.’’ 


The expedition to the Magellan Strait, of which Galiano gives so excellent 
an account in this manuscript, was commissioned for this purpose “‘ of making an 
exact survey of the Stait and dispelling the many doubts that exist with regard to 
the openings and unknown channels, a point of great moment to navigation and 
geography.’’? Instructions were received by Captain Antonio de Cordoba on the 
lst September, 1785, sent by the King of Spain through Admiral Luis de Cordoba, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Royal Armada, to prepare a frigate and a smaller 
vessel for the voyage. They were to make for the strait as quickly as possible 
and explore as much as possible while the southern summer lasted, proceeding 
later to the port of Conception in Chile, where they were to spend the winter ; 
and, when the season permitted, returning to the Strait from west to east, whence 
they were to return to Europe. The order was that the Commander should take 
with him a captain or lieutenant as second-in-command, and two officers well 
versed in astronomical observations. ‘‘ Consequently, he chose the frigate Nuestra 
Sefiora de la Asumpcion, of French construction, lined with copper and fitted out 
for navigating in the Mediterranean. Indeed, the quantity of sail aboard this 
ship and the condition it was in, promised a speedy voyage to the Strait. Not 
finding a smaller suitable vessel to accompany the frigate and carry sufficient 
supplies for the crew, the commander notified the Court, stating that, in the event 
of their failing to provide such a vessel, he would equip his launch for the survey 
and navigation of the interior of the Strait. On the 6th of the same month the 
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order was communicated to Lieutenant Alexandro Belmonte and me, that we 
should leave the frigate Sta. Lucia (where we were under the orders of Brigadier 
Don Vicente Tofino, who had been commissioned to make a chart of the coast of 
Spain) and go aboard the Asumpcion, and her commander ordered us to give him 
a report of the astronomical and mathematical instruments we should require for 
carrying out our commission. We asked for one of the six collections made in 
London under the direction of Sefior Juan Jacinto Magallanes for the use of our 
court, two of Fernand Berthoud’s mariner’s clocks for longitude, including the 
No. 10 on account of its accuracy and table of temperature. 


‘©On the 17th an order came from the Court, forbidding the choice of a 
copper-lined frigate (such as the Asumpcion) and on that day, the commandant 
selected and took command of the frigate Sta. Maria de la Cabeza, of the same 
tonnage and construction as the other. On the 26th the commander chose the 
crew, and on the 27th, the artillery being mounted and the ammunition on board, 
she was towed by the carack, with a garrison of thirty men; and there being 
insufficient wind to sail, she was moored close to the Puerta de la Chea, in front 
of the citadels of Puntales and Fort Luis to water and collect supplies. 


‘‘As far as we were concerned, Don Alexandro Belmonte and I, detailed 
for astronomical observations had, since the 7th, set in motion our Berthoud clocks 
Nos. 7, 9, 12, 14, 15 and.16, which were in the observatory at Cadiz. Don Vicente 
Tofifio considered the No. 10 indispensable to the continuation of his commission. 
We noted that the best clocks were the Nos. 15 and 16, judging by a series of 
calculations by the sun, which we had taken almost incessantly from the 7th to 
the 19th, the No. 16 being the most accurate and regular in its movement. On 
the lst October the clocks were taken on board the frigate and set in motion. 
As the observatory was not visible from the frigate, it was not possible to signal 
to her and compare the clocks with the astronomical pendulum . . . we were 
therefore obliged to adopt the means of comparing the pendulum with a ‘relox 
de Arnold de Faltriguera’ [a watch] which Belmonte bought, go on board im- 
mediately, compare it with the clocks and returning on shore, make a third 
comparison; and the clocks having been proportionately adjusted to the pendulum, 
observe whether they had altered. 

‘¢On the 3rd October there was a review on board the frigate, and on the 
5th the troops and crew received four lots of pay, while the officers received eight 
sums each. 

‘On the afternoon of the 6th the frigate Lucia entered port from 
Algeciras, and the next day, Brigadier Don Vicente Tofifio handed us, by order 
of the Court, the collection of instruments. During the time from when the 
clocks were taken on board until the 7th either my companion or I went on board 
daily to wind them up, and when the tide did not permit of this, the mate on 
guard was given a key and shown how to wind them up. . . On the &th, while 
transferring the collection of instruments on board, the glass tube in the 
barometer burst and all the quicksilver wags spilt. It had not been knocked, and 
it seems that it had either not been properly purified, or the quantity was not 
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right, and therefore, to our regret, we were deprived of the use of this precious 
instrument.”’ 


Following upon the statement that the crew had received their pay in 
advance, his next record is amusingly naive: ‘‘ We would have sailed on the 8th 
but for the fact that 96 seamen were missing (!). We fired some guns to recall 
them and hauled the main top-sails, but to no purpose. We therefore were 
obliged to remain until the 9th, and although we were still thirty men short, 
we set sail at six in the morning on an outgoing tide and with a lax north-east 
wind; and during the morning, little boats continued to arrive with some of the 
missing sailors, so that eventually the number missing was reduced to 14.” 


With equal wealth of detail and conscientious precision, Galiano records 
the story of his expedition; and although his position on board demanded special 
attention to the scientific aspect of the voyage, he does not allow this to obscure 
the historical view. — 


They touched at the Cabo de las Virgenes, the mouth of the Strait of 
Magellan, about the 20th December, 1785, where they noticed many ‘“‘ candeladas ”’ 
[sudden blaze from straw or brushwood], on which he comments, ‘‘ its use seems 
to be general amongst the Indians of this continent as with those of Tierra del 
Fuego [Land of Fire], and it was this which moved the earliest navigators to give 
that name to this vast archipelago.’”’ The experiences within the Strait are 
described with much charm and scrupulous care, his references to Sarmiento’s 
earlier records being of special interest. Many interesting pages are devoted 
to their meeting with the Patagonian and other Indians; the land, mountains, 
birds and snow of the bleak district which they surveyed; but above all, it is a 
work of the utmost geographical interest and of considerable importance, in spite 
of the fact that Galano himself was preceded—in point of time—by Magellan, 
Drake and Sarmiento. He refers to a bottle which was found by a sailor in 
February, 1786, when he and his companion were making observations for a plan 
of the Strait. This bottle contained a Latin inscription commemorating the voyage 
of Bougainville in 1768. ‘‘ We thought we would copy out this inscription—we 
have not been able to find Wallis’s bottle which passed through this Strait the 
previous year, and which perhaps will remain, as it stated thereon: ‘ Monument 
which may remain in this place until the ending of the world.’ We also, wishing 
to leave a record of our visit, made an inscription which we placed in a bottle: 
under a heap of stones,’’ at Santa Cruz, and this inscription, like that of Bougain- 
ville, contained a list of the expeditionary party. 


There is a summary of the observations made in the Magellan Strait, and 
additional notes, the text ending with the entry for Sunday, the llth June, 1786, 
when they arrived at Cadiz. 


At the end of the book there are five manuscript maps: ‘‘ Creek of Villena, 
to the north of the Magellan Strait’; ‘‘ Plan of the Port of Guyryor’’; ‘‘ Plan

Sir John Dalrymple, fourth baron Cranstoun, wrote numerous papers and 
Essays of a curious nature. He published a collection of these in 1771, and 
re-issued them in 1788 with a continuation to the capture of the French and 
Spanish Fleets at Vigo. ‘This continuation contains an important appendix, com- 
prising, firstly, ‘‘ Account of an intended Expedition into the South Seas by Private 
Persons in the Late War.’’ Secondly, ‘‘ Letter to Captain Robarts from one of 
his Friends, on the subject of an Expedition into the South Seas.’’ Thirdly, 
‘* Project of an Expedition to the Coast of Jucatan and of Honduras.’’ Fourthly,

The historical importance of this letter can hardly be over estimated as it 
is the actual last link with that famous expedition under La Perouse to the South 
Seas which reached Botany Bay in January, 1788, on leaving which all trace of the 
expedition was lost till some 38 years afterwards, when it was discovered that La 
Perouse and his party perished by shipwreck in the New Hebrides. 


The last letter received home from La Perouse is dated 7th February, 1788, 
and this is in the French Marine Archives. 


This letter from Clonard is dated from Botany Bay some 18 days later than 
that from La Perouse, and is therefore the last ‘‘ murmur ’”’ from that ill-fated 


‘expedition, the saddest, and for a long time, most inexplicable disappearance of a 


naval expedition the world has known. In it Clonard announces to the Minister 
of Marine that he had been appointed by La Perouse to command |’ Astrolabe in 
the place of Langle (massacred by the savages of Maouanna Island), and he 
expresses his zeal in seconding La Perouse in the purposes of the exhibition. The 
letter reads :— 


(Trans.):—‘‘ The command of the Royal Frigate Astrolabe having become 
vacant by the death of M. le Vicomte de Langle, and M. le Comte de la Perouse, 
having been so good as to nominate me in his place, I have the honour to render 
you account of this nomination and at the same time to assure you that I will 
redouble my zeal in seconding M. de la Perouse, and in rendering his voyage suc- 
cessful. Allow me, Monseigneur, to profit from this occasion by testifying to you 
my sincere recognition for all the kindness with which you have honoured me. I 
have every reason to hope that the account of me which M. de la Perouse will 
render you on his return will convince you of my desire to merit them.’’ 


The letter was possibly sent off to the English station at Port Jackson about 
seven miles away, where Commander Philip had arrived the previous month and 
(Continued over) 
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established a convict settlement, and from whence he doubtless had a ship then 
returning direct to Europe. 


Clonard was born about 1745. He entered the French naval service in 1767, 
and became sub-lieutenant in 1773. The following year he found himself at the 
Battle of Mahé, which place was being besieged by 10,000 men. La Perouse, who 
was commanding a war vessel, hastened to the relief of the place, and succeeded 
in raising the siege. He was supported by Clonard, who, says La Perouse, in his 
report, greatly distinguished himself in a small vessel armed with a single cannon, 
with which be bombarded at musket range the enemy’s entrenchment. He was 
wounded there. . 


Clonard obtained many commands in the American War, made some impor- 
tant prizes, but in a fight on the 13th August, 1780, was wounded and taken 
prisoner. Liberated when peace was declared, Clonard was chosen by La Perouse 
as his second-in-command in his memorable voyage round the world. He left Brest 
on the ‘‘ Boussole,’’ 1st August, 1785, and La Perouse in his reports did not cease 
to praise his co-operation, and he obtained for him whilst on the voyage the grade 
of captaincy. The death of Captain Langle, massacred by the savages, gave the 
command of l’Astrolabe to Clonard, and hence this letter of his to the Minister of 
the Marine.

Banks states that John Duncan had been a most valuable correspondent,

In August, 1783, the ‘‘ Antelope,’’ commanded by Henry Wilson of the East 
India Company’s Marine, ran on a rock near one of the Pelew Islands and became

a wreck. The group had been sighted by the Spaniards and others, but had never 
been explored. This was done by Captain Wilson, who, with his crew, had escaped 
safely to shore. He and his men were very well treated by the natives, and 
managed to build a small vessel from the wreck, in which they were able to reach 
Macao, taking with them Prince Le Boo, or Libu, one of the king’s sons. Wilson 
brought him to England, where he was lionized and created a very good impression ; 
he, however, unfortunately died of small-pox.

On the death of Prince Le Boo the East India Company sent out two vessels 
under Captain McCluer to convey the sad news to Abba Thulle, King of the Pelew 
Islands, together with presents of seeds, plants, etc. Whilst the Endeavour 
stopped at the Islands the Panther made a voyage to China, taking some of the 
natives as passengers. On returning McCluer helped Abba Thulle in one of his 
island wars. He then went to New Guinea and made important explorations, 
discovering McCluer’s Inlet, and sailed along the N. Coast of Australia. On 
returning to the Pelew Islands McCluer decided to take up his residence there and 
transferred the command of the Panther to Lt. Wedgeborough. McCluer lived on 
the islands for fifteen months and married there. Growing tired of his solitude 
and eager for news, he reached China after a perilous navigation in a native boat, 
without compass or any other instruments, and with no provisions save cocoanuts 
and water. He purchased a vessel and returned to the Islands for his family, and 
set sail for Calcutta. On the voyage he met the Bombay Frigate and sent some 
of his party on to Bombay in her, whilst he proceeded first to Calcutta. After 
leaving Calcutta his vessel was never again heard of, having, apparently, been lost 
at sea.

Three visits were paid to the Hawaiian Islands, the second being for a period 
of three and a half months; and long accounts of the Islands are given. The most 
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important result of the voyage was the exploration work done along the N.W. 
Coast, particularly at Queen Charlotte Island. Captain Cook had already denoted 
the general outline of the coast, but the detail was still wanting, and much of this 
was filled in by Dixon.

Arthur Philip (1738-1814) was the first Governor of New South Wales. In

satisfied with Botany Bay, founded his new settlement in Port Jackson on 26 Jan.,

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‘¢This narrative is a most important work. It was on these discoveries by 
Meares that the claim of Great Britain to Oregon mainly depended. In the treaty 
between England and Spain which followed the Nootka affair the Spanish claims 
were disallowed, and the Spaniards withdrew. Subsequently, in the arbitration 
on the Oregon question, England finally yielded to the United States much territory 
claimed under the discoveries made by Meares.”’ 


Like his French contemporary Capt. Péron, Meares was also engaged in 
the fur trade between British Columbia and Canton. His vessels were seized at 
Nootka Sound by the Spaniards, who claimed all that coast as Spanish. War 
nearly broke out between England and Spain over the question, and Spain had to 
give way. He also stayed for a month, August, 1788, at Hawaii, and gives a long 
account of the island and its inhabitants.

The Mutiny of H.M.S. ‘‘ Bounty’’ forms one of the most famous incidents 
in the history of the Royal Navy. Capt. Bligh was in command of the vessel which 
had been despatched to the Pacific in order to introduce the bread-fruit tree into 
the West Indies. After visiting Tahiti the crew mutinied under Fletcher Christian, 
the master’s mate, and Bligh with eighteen others was set adrift in the ship’s 
launch. After a very remarkable voyage of 4,000 miles in an open boat, Bligh 
managed to reach Timor. 
The Mutiny was largely due to Bligh’s harshness to his crew; also partly to 
attachments that had sprung up between the crew and certain of the women of 
Tahiti, where the ‘‘ Bounty ”’ returned afterwards.

An important work. Count Fleurieu, famous French Statesman and 
Scientist, was the leading lhght in the early history of French South Sea explora- 
tion. He gives accounts of the voyages of Mendafia in 1567 and 1595, of Quiros 
in 1606, Carteret, Bougainville, Surville, Cook, and Shortland, in reference to the 
Solomon Islands; compares these voyages, and shews that Surville’s ‘‘ Terre des 
Arsacides ’’ is really Mendafia’s Solomon Islands, and that Lieutenant Shortland 
visited the Northern parts. He identifies the ‘‘ Tierra Austral del Espiritu Santo ”’ 
of Quiros with the ‘‘ Grandes Cyclades’”’ of Bougainville, and the New Hebrides 
of Cook, and also writes of Cook’s discovery of New Caledonia. 

The maps in the volume are very curious and interesting. They were based 
on actual discoveries and on Fleurieu’s theories. When D’Entrecasteaux returned 
from his fruitless search for La Pérouse it was found that these theories were in 
the main details entirely correct.

‘‘ Gorgon’s’’ voyage to Australia. Mrs. Mary Ann Parker, the wife of the Captain 
of H.M.S. ‘‘ Gorgon,’’ also wrote an account of the voyage, which was published 
after Capt. Parker’s death, in 1795. The present unpublished account is, how- 


ever, In many respects, of much greater interest, being written by the Second in 
Command of the vessel. 


The ‘‘Gorgon’”’ was sent out to Australia to take supplies to the Colony, 
which was at the time very short of necessaries, the ‘‘ Guardian’? Supply Ship 
having been Jost at the Cape. She was also taking Governor Philip Gidley King 
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GarDINER (Lieut. JoHN)—continued. 


back to his duties at Norfolk Island. Both Gov. King and Capt. Parker were 
accompanied by their wives. Among other passengers were a Chaplain for the 
New South Wales Corps, Mr. Baines, a Surveyor for N.S.W., Mr. Grimes, and a 
Botanist for the Colony, Mr. Burton. The vessel also carried thirty convicts. She 
sailed by way of the Canary Islands, Cape Verde Islands, and the Cape of Good 


Hope. 
John Gardiner (or Gardner) received his first commission in the Navy in 
1777. In 1779, whilst in charge of the schooner ‘‘ Egmont,’ off Newfoundland, 


he was captured by the American privateer, ‘‘ Wild Cat.’’ In 1791 he served on 
H.M.S. ‘‘ Gorgon”’ as Ist Lieutenant. He was later transferred and served under 
Capt. Thomas Pringle, being Ist Lieutenant on H.M.S. “ Valiant’’ at the Battle 
of the Glorious First of June in 1794. He was at the Cape of Good Hope when 
Rear Admiral Pringle was appointed to the naval command there, and accompanied 
the expedition he sent against the French Settlement at Foul Point, Madagascar, 
in H.M.S. ‘ Crescent,’’ ‘‘ Brave,’ and ‘‘ Sphinx,’’ in December, 1796. 

The following is a resumé of the voyage, as extracted from Gardiner’s note- 
book 7 

‘‘ After having been detained from time to time such a number of months, 
the Captain was very glad to embrace moderate weather, tho’ with contrary wind, 
to get out of all communication with the Admiralty. Gov. King and Lady, with 
Mrs. Parker, coming on board, we sailed at 4 in the afternoon with a moderate 
breeze—on March the 15th, 1791. The Ladys soon took themselves to their beds, 
nor, except in very fine weather, were visible during the most part of our Passage 


to Teneriff. 
‘¢On Thursday, the 14th Apl., we made the Pic of Teneriff, and on the 15th 
Anch’d in the road, about 4 a mile off the shore ... , after having sent an officer 


to wait on the Governor, we employed ourselves getting on shore the empty cask, 
and the necessary duty of the ship, to get her ready for sea as soon as possible, 
on the return of the Officer. The Gov. sent his Aid-de-Camps with a _ polite 
invitation to the Ladys and the Officers of the Ship, which on the Sunday was 
accepted by Gov. King, Capt. Parker and Ladys, Self, Surgn., Chaplain to the 
So. Wales Corps, and one of ye Midsn. We had no reason to complain of the 
Spanish formality, every thing of that kind seemed banished, and we spent, con- 
trary to our own expectation, a very agreeable day. 

‘¢ Capt. Parker having had letters to a Mr. Rooney, a resident and merchant 
here, and at whose house we dined the day before, a tour into the Country was 
planned.”’ 

Then follows an account of a journey half-way up the Peak of Teneriff 
by the whole party, and an account of how Mr. Rye, one of the ‘‘ Gorgon’s’’ mid- 
shipmen, and acting lieutenant, and Mr. Burton, who was going out to New South 
Wales as botanist, managed to reach the summit of the Peak, in spite of warnings 
from the Governor and various natives that such a feat was impossible at that 
time of year, and would certainly lead to their deaths. Mr. Rye published an 
account of this climb a year or two later. Mr. Burton, the botanist, is frequently 
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mentioned by Hunter, Phillipps, etc., in their records. He unfortunately lost his 
life in a shooting accident at Norfolk Island the following year. 

‘‘We arriv’d at Mr. Rooney’s in good time in the evening, and but little 
fatigued with the journey. As we had the boats on shore, it was agreed to embark 
directly. Capt. and Mrs. Parker had got into the boat, but there being a good 
deal of sea allarmed Mrs. King so much that they stayed on shore all night. It 
would have been a lucky event had they embarked with us, for Gov. King, in going 
to bed at Mr. Rooney’s, took a wrong turn and fell down stairs. He rece’d a good 
deal of hurt, and was confined at least a fortnight afterwards on board. 

‘‘ Having gone thus far in my journal, it may not be amiss to say something 
of the character of our party. Capt. King, as a navigator, bears above the medium 
rank, and is esteemed a good officer. He is a pleasant companion, because, full 
of information, having travelled and read a good deal. . . . Capt. Parker, with 
a thorough knowledge of his profession, was also to be considered a good officer, 
tho’ too hasty to be always pleasant on duty or to those under him, but, like most 
passionate men, soon cool, nor capable of long resentment, and whose study it 
always was to make every person as comfortable as their situation would admit. He 
had with all the roughness of a sailor, as much, or more humanity and liberality 
of sentiment than generally falls to the lot of one with so boisterous an education, 


having been most of his life at sea. . . . The Chaplain to the South Wales 
Corps, Mr. Bain, who I can only delineate by saying he was a peevish old Batchellor, 
not much esteemed by the Ladys, . . . Mr. Grimes going also to New So. 


Wales in ye Character of Deputy Surveyor, eee 7 

After leaving the Canary Islands, the ‘‘ Gorgon’’ sailed to the Cape of 
Good Hope, calling at the Cape Verde Islands on the way. Lt. Gardiner gives a 
long account of their stay at the Cape, and of the hospitality given them by the 
Dutch, and mentions the loss of the previous N.S.W. storeship, the ‘‘ Guardian.’’ 

‘¢ Having anchored in Symonds Bay and paid our visit to the Resident here, 
and the Capt. having settled everything necessary for the present supply of the 
Ship, the loss of the ‘Guardian’ made it a duty incumbent on him to visit the 
Cape, to decrease the payment of storehouse room by taking every article away 
which might be of service to the Colony, or sell off any articles that might be in a 
perishable state; a great deal of which was of this description and of less value 
than the monthly expense stood at. I being in case of any unforseen accident 
happening to ye Capt. the next person responsible of course accompanied him. 
We set off a couple of days after our Anchoridge in False Bay in the vehicles made 
use of at this part of the World, a waggon with a tilt, drawn by eight or ten 
horses, which the drivers managed with the greatest dexterity. I should advise 
those ladys fond of riding single to adopt that mode, ye gentlemen I am persuaded 
will never, only on emergency, travel twice in these vehicles. .. .”’ 

The ‘‘Gorgon’’ then sailed across the Southern Indian Ocean, round the 
South of Australia and Tasmania, and so to Sydney. 

‘¢ We continued hard gales with a heavy sea till we got to 7° Northward of 
the South Cape of New Holland, when we found the water considerably smoother. 
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We made the Cape the 11th of September. The land in general about the Cape 
and §.W. Cape is remarkably high, and the appearance of a bold shore, but as 
it is but little known it will not do to venture nearer the shore than 38 or 4 leagues. 

We steered a North course, and on the 15th made the Land about Cape 
Howe) which, not being able to ene and it blowing hard with a heavy confused 
sea running, we stood off and on during the night. The morning brought us again 
a fair wind which run us in sight of the land about Long Nose. The land here 
has the exact resemblance of the N. and South Forelands, and about 10 Leagues 
to the Southward there is a remarkable hill call’d the Pidgeon House. At the top 
there is an appearance of a Turret. . . . The land has a good appearance and 
a fine venture between the Trees, which grow to the very summit of the Hills, 
which are exceedingly high. From the double Land and points we saw, there must 
undoubtedly be several Bays on this side the Island. From this to Port Jackson 
is about 30 Leagues.”’ 

By mistake the ‘‘ Gorgon ’’ ran past the entrance to Port Jackson, mistaking 
the signal beacon for a fire made by natives, and half way to Point Stephens, and 
was struck by lightning during a sudden thunder storm, but sustained very little 
hurt. She finally anchored at Port Jackson on Sept. 21st, and the next morning 
sailed up the cove. 

‘‘The country on each side has a beautiful appearance, but on a fair ny 
has been found by no means to be worth cultivating. The land on each side is a 
thick wood, with several Bays, the hills rising gradually, and when you can see 
between the trees the ground is covered with the most beautiful shrubs. Was a 
country chose from appearance only, this would be foremost, but with all its beauty 
the soil is in general a perfect sand, and the surface, even of that above the solid 
rock, inconsiderable. The trees, tho’ in general large, have been found hollow in 
the heart, and the outside so rotten and shook as to render it unfit for any purpose 
except to Burn or Build their houses.’’ 

Gardiner gives further particulars concerning the aspect of Port Jackson, 
and accounts of the habits of the natives. He says that the soil round Botany Bay 
was even worse than that round Sydney. 

‘‘The Bay (Botany Bay) itself is by no means elegible for shipping, the water 
is generally shoal, nor can a vessel find any shelter from the sea. A great part of 
the land between Sydney and Botany Bay is a flatt and has the appearance of fine 
pasture. Sr. Joseph calls this ‘rich meadow land,’ but on examination is a mere 
swamp, nor does the soil seem capable of being improved. Mons. Perouse, with 
two ships on discoveries, staid in this Bay some months. They have not since been 
heard of. Of the plants and roots which they left here, there are scarce the least 
vestige remaining. 

‘‘ At Rose Hill or Parramatta, situated at the head of this branch, about 
20 miles to the N.W. of Sydney, the Govr. has a Country House, and to which 
part the principal number of convicts are remov’d on account of the soil, which is 
beyond comparison better than any other I have seen. 

‘‘—In an excursion to Broken Bay, about 5 Leagues es the Northward of 
Port Jackson, accompanied by two of the Natives best acquainted, we were obliged 
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to travel four miles further than intended for the night, from being disapointed 
of water where we expected it. Broken Bay is well supplied with fish ; the entrance 
is not so good nor the harbour so well sheltered as Port Jackson. It is easily 
known, from an island in the middle of the entrance. A fresh water river, named 
by us the Hawkesbury, discharges itself into this Bay. Altho’ not so good an 
Harbour, shipping find good anchoridge and are well supplied with water in a 
Bay called Flint and Steel Cove on ye South side. . . . The land in several 
places between Sidney and Broken Bay appears capable of high cultivation, and 
is not so woody as in other parts, and from the length of grass, tho’ a dry season, 
I should suppose water might be found were Wells sunk, which hitherto has been 
little attended to. Should the retaining the country be considered eligible, this 
part appears better calculated than either Botany Bay or Port Jackson (the latter 
will be always an excellent place to refit) on account of water. 

‘We staid two nights in the Bay, on Mullet Island, so ianed from the 
quantity of that fish caught here.’’ Then follows a long account of how he missed 
the boat which had been sent by water to meet him there, which had not expected 
him so soon, and so had sailed further along the coast, where it had met the 
‘William and Ann”? whaler. Various details regarding whaling ventures, Aus- 
tralian animals, etc. 

‘‘This piece of water is well supplied with wild fowl, such as Duck, Wedgion, 
and Teal, and at times great numbers of Black Swans. During our stay at Port 
Jackson I made several excursions to this place, and seldom without good success. 
The swans are too wary to let you get near them. Few have as yet been killed. 
We got to Manly Bay on the noon of the next day, very opportunely to see a native 
funeral. : 

‘‘T shall make a digression to mention the Polite attention of Gov. Phillip 
during our stay. His table was never without some of the officers, and he did 
everything to make our stay agreeable. His health had been but indifferent for 
some time, indeed, his unwearied attention to business was such that a more robust 
constitution than he seem’d to have would scarce have withstood the fatigue he 
underwent. On our leaving the port he sent two or three cases of wine to ye 
different officers to be drank off Cape Horn. 

‘“'We set sail the 10th (Dec., 1791), and got ae of the Heads by 8 o’clock 
in the morning. . . . On the 25th we made Lord Howe Island, discovered by 
Lieut. Ball, Commr. of H.M. Brig. ‘Supply.’ . . . The Capt. sent myself and 
Mr. Rye, the acting Lieut., with two boats to procure some Turtle, or any refresh- 
ment the Isle might produce. It is not inhabited. We found the birds so tame 
as to catch them with our hands.’’ 

Gardiner then tells how the ‘‘ Gorgon ”’ sailed round Cape Horn, ‘‘ shaping 


a course between Falklands Islands and South Georgia.’’ Sailing towards the 
South, ‘‘a large field of ice, the extremity of which could not be traced, was seen. 
It had so much the appearance of land that we sounded . . . we found its 


extent to be 53 miles.”’ The ‘‘ Gorgon’’ then shaped her course towards South 
Africa. The diary here ends abruptly, by stating that the health of the soldiers 
on board improved as the vessel sailed northwards.

Sir Joseph Banks writes :—‘‘ With this you will receive a statement of the 
manner in which the publication of Cook’s third Voyage was managed, founded on 
the experience gained by the publication of his two prior voyages; by the first of 
these the Editor (i.e., Hawkesworth) suffered a considerable loss of reputation, in 
the second the Admiralty, and those for whom the profits were destined both 
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found that they had been abominably plundered.’’ Then follow suggestions for the 
publication of Macartney’s Voyage. 


The first of the four manuscripts gives on 4 pp., folio, the details concerning 
Cook’s last voyage : — 


‘The publication of the late Capt. Cook’s third voyage was, as far as Sir 
Joseph Banks now recollects, managed by the late Lord Sandwich then First Lord 
of the Admiralty, as follows :— 


‘Tt was first determined that the expence of all the Copper Plates, both 
ornamental and explanatory, should be defrayed by the Public, but that the cost 
of Paper, Printing, Rolling Press, and in short all other charges whatever, should 
be placed to the account of the Profits of the work. 


‘‘That the King’s Bookseller should be employed as Publisher. 
That as the Public bear the expence of the plates, the book be sold at the same 
price as it would be without plates.”’ 


The committee chosen to judge of suitable plates comprised Lord Sandwich, 
Mr. Stephens, Bishop Douglas, the editor of Cook’s Journal; Capt. King, the 
writer of the third volume; Mr. Stuart, Mr. Webber, Draughtsman to the Voyage ; 
Sir Joseph Banks, Mr. Dalrymple. 


‘‘The cost of the Plates was £2,997 12s. Od. The highest price given for 
any one was 150 guineas, which Woolet received for the Human Sacrifice. Barto- 
lozi’?s Young Woman Bringing Presents, which is the favourite Plate, cost 50. The 
charts and views, which were under Mr. Dalrymple’s direction, were elegantly 
engraved at reasonable prices, but the General Chart, which was under the direc- 
tion of the Admiralty, cost a large sum of money. | 


‘‘ Forty-seven copies were given in presents by the Board of Admiralty, 
besides the customary eleven, and some of them were bound magnificently at the 
charge of the profits. 


‘¢ Profits to the amount of £3,863 9s. 4d. have already been received. 


The Profits were divided . . . in the following manner. One half to Cont 
Cook’s family. . . . One fourth to the executors of Capt. King. . . . One 
eighth to the legal representatives of Capt. Clerk. . . . One eighth to Capt. 


Bligh, who was Master of the ‘‘ Resolution’’ during the voyage, and did much 
of the surveying, £100 to be deducted for use of executors of Mr. Anderson, 
surgeon, whose journal was made use of in the article of Natural History.’’ Etc.

An extremely interesting and important manuscript putting forward plans 
for the conquest of Chile by British forces using as their base the then recently 
founded settlement of Port Jackson, New South Wales. The paper is water- 
marked with the date 1796, and the document was drawn up shortly after that 
date. 

The author writes, ‘‘ My object is to point out the easy and certain means 
of acquiring a Possession which cannot fail of opening a most lucrative and exten- 
sive trade to this Country; or, if this should be looked upon as a Consideration 
secondary to that of offering a most important Restitution to one of the Powers at 
War, the alternative may be adopted with great advantage at the Time of a 
Treaty.’’ 

The author then discusses at length the importance and products of Chile, 
and methods advisable for conducting trade there, and quotes the famous naviga- 
tor La Pérouse concerning the great fertility of the soil there. He criticises 
previous expeditions which had been sent against South America, and why the 
losses incurred were so great. 

Among the benefits to be derived from the possession of Chile, the writer 
states that ‘‘ Chili would send corn, wine, butter, salt meat, Fruits, leather, and 
hemp to the Cape of Good Hope. . . . The Island of St. Helena might be 
cheaply and abundantly supplied with all kinds of Provisions, and the Settlement 
in New South Wales might receive from Chili numberless articles of grain and 
cattle of which it cannot as yet produce a sufficient quantity to maintain its 
Inhabitants.”’ 

Discussing the ways and means for effecting this conquest the author con- 
siders that the force required should comprise 3 ships of the line, 3 frigates, and 
5,500 men. ‘‘The general rendezvous . . . to be at the Cape, or, which will 
put the real object of the Expedition further out of sight, at Port Jackson. The 
adoption of this Port as the point of rendezvous may furnish an opportunity for 
taking a force from New South Wales that will supercede the necessity of drawing 
any troops from India: tho’ the Bengal Artillery and the Lancers would be of most 
important service in such an enterprise. If it should be objected that this latter

arrangement would add considerably to the length of voyage, it may be answered, 
that in point of time, the difference would be comparatively nothing: as the 
westerly winds which blow regularly from N.S. Wales to the shores of the Pacific 
Ocean would carry the proposed armament with so much rapidity and certainty 
to its destination, as far to counterbalance any inconvenience that might be feared 
from the increase of distance. . . . The junction should be formed in the 
month of November, . . . the armament might then take advantage of the 
best season for going round Cape Horn; and the southerly winds which prevail in 
Decr. in the Pacific Ocean will in a few days bring them ta the Bay of Valparaiso 
which, it is submitted, would be a proper place to effect a landing.’’

‘¢ Discovery,’’ as second in command of an exploring expedition in the South Sea. 
It was at this time that the dispute with Spain occurred, concerning Nootka 
Sound, and on Spain giving way in the matter it was judged expedient that an 
officer should be sent out to Nootka Sound ‘‘ to receive back in form the territory 
on which the Spaniards had seized,’’ and also to make an accurate survey of the 
coast northwards from the 30th degree of north latitude. Vancouver was selected 
for this duty, and, as the ‘‘ Discovery ’’ was ready fitted, he was at once appointed 
to her, and the ‘‘ Discovery ”’ finally sailed from Falmouth on April Ist, having 
in company the Chatham tender, commanded by Lt. Wm. R. Broughton. As the 
route was left to his own judgment, he followed Cook’s teaching (he accompanied 
Cook on his second and third voyages) and went westward, touching at the Cape 
of Good Hope, surveying the South-West Coast of Australia, where he discovered 
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VANCOUVER (Capt. GEORGE)—continued. 
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and named King George’s'Sound, Mount Gardner, Cape Hood, and other points in 
that neighbourhood. ‘Then passing on to New Zealand, he examined the recesses 
of Dusky Bay, and where Cook had marked on the Chart ‘‘ Nobody knows what,’’ 
he substituted a correct coast-line and the name ‘‘ Somebody knows what.’’ He 
reached Tahiti on December 30th, 1791, where he stayed for nearly a month. After 
visiting the Sandwich Islands (for several weeks) he proceeded to America, and on 
April 18th, 1792, sighted the West Coast of North America, and surveyed the coast 
of New Albion or California, and having settled the necessary formalities with 
the Spanish at Nootka, he visited Port San Francisco, and then proceeded to 
examine the Strait of San Juan de Fuca, discovered the Gulf of Georgia, and, 
passing on, circumnavigated the large island—Vancouver Island—which has since 
borne his name. 

Most of February and March, 1793, was again spent at the Sandwich 
Islands, with the natives of which Vancouver had much intercourse, and in the 
affairs of which he took much interest. The two following years he continued his 
examination of the coast from San Francisco, northwards, which for the first time 
he accurately delineated. Part of the autumn of 1793 was spent in visiting the 
Spanish settlements in New California, and surveying the coast and coast region 
as far south as 35° N. Latitude. 

This work ranks with the Voyages of Cook and La Pérouse among the most 
important of the 18th and 19th centuries. 

This voyage is of the greatest importance for the early history of California, 
Vancouver Island, the coast of British Columbia and Northwards, and for the 
Sandwich Islands.

We were the first to bring the news of Dun- 
cans victory and the Dutch here were hard of belief until the Gazette extra was 
produced by us from England. 

The houses are spacious, and good with a multiplicity of windows in each, 
the town illpaved or sandy and streets narrow and confined, no Inns or Taverns.

On the unexpected publication of the account of this famous voyage at Paris 
the previous year (1797), there was considerable competition among English Pub- 
lishers to bring out the English translation. Three different translations were 
made and published during 1798-9, and different engravers were employed for re- 
producing the plates. Stockdale’s edition appeared first, in June 1798, and in- 
cluded several plates which were omitted in the other 8vo issue. 

‘The narrative of the enterprising but ill-fated La Pérouse, is full of 
interest in all portions, but his relations of the peculiarites he observed in the 
natives of the N.W. coast of America, are especially valuable. The mysterious fate 
of this distinguished navigator has never been satisfactorily cleared up. The above 
account was transmitted from Botany Bay, after leaving this place for the South 
Sea Islands, the expedition was never heard of again.’’ The expedition visited, 
and accounts are given of Easter Island, Sandwich Islands, Navigator’s or Samoan 
Islands, The Friendly or Tonga Islands, Norfolk Island, and Botany Bay. In Dec., 
1787 twelve members of the expedition were murdered in the Samoan Islands.

After three years had passed by without any news of the ill-fated expedition 
under La Pérouse, the French Government sent out to the South Seas two vessels, 
the Boussole and the Astrolabe, under the command of D’Entrecasteaux and Ker- 
madec to search for La Pérouse.

In this voyage the Crozet or the Marion Islands were discovered. It is 
usually known as Crozet’s Voyage, and was drawn up by the Abbé Rochon, who 
proposed accompanying the ill-fated expedition. The vessels left Mauritius in 
Oct., 1771, and sailed via the Cape, Crozet Islands, Tasmania, New Zealand, Guam, 
Manila, and home. <A month was spent at the Bay of Islands where Marion and 26 
of his crew were massacred by the New Zealanders, June 1772, and the command 
was transferred to Crozet.

pondence, maintained spies in different parts of France. : 

‘¢ After so infamous an attack upon my character, wholly unmerited on my 
part, and which both the chief consul and Fourcroy must have known to be so, 
when they accus’d me, is it likely that I shou’d humble myself before these in- 
famous Men by making a request to them, or, that the chief consul shou’d grant it 
if,[ did so. . . .

At the time Charles Hope drew up this extremely interesting and important 
document he was Lord Advocate. He assumed his title of Lord Granton a few 
days later. 

In his letter Lord Granton writes concerning a previous conversation he had 
had with Lord Melville concerning the event of war with Spain, and the prosecu- 
tion of the war in Mexico and South America, and states, ‘‘ The Mexican expedi- 
tion, being more under the controul of Government at home, may be more easily 
officered. The Southern will require the ablest and most confidential officers. I 
should think that Sir John Warren and John Hope would be excellent Chiefs for 
that Service.’’ Ete. 

In his long manuscript project he states that Spain would be an unwilling 
enemy, being forced to become one by France, and that ‘‘it should be our object 
to conduct our hostilities against her in such a manner as to conduce more to our 
own permanent aggrandisement than her humilation.’’ For this end he thinks it 
unwise to conquer and annex Spain’s American colonies, but advisable rather to 
take various coastal towns, etc., to be formed into centres for British trade with 
Spanish America. He advises that Havannah, Cartagena, Porto Bello, etc., be 
left alone, as they would be very difficult to capture, and ‘‘ would distress Spain 
with little benefit to ourselves, . . . and would infallibly be restored at the 
Peace.’ 

‘‘T would on the Eastern Coast of America possess ourselves of Vera Cruz 
in the Gulf of Mexico, and I would hold this merely as a factory. . . . Whether 
it may be worth while to occupy any Port on the Eastern Coast of South America, 
in the Province of Carthagena, or St. Marta, I am not sufficiently informed. Per- 
haps the possession of Trinidad and Curucoa sufficiently answer the purpose. But 
if it should be advisable, the Town of St. Marta itself I believe would answer. 
This would be the object of one of the Commercial Armaments. 

‘The other would be directed against, or rather to, the River La Plata, 
and the South Seas, and this, I consider as the more important of the two, as 
naturally connecting itself with our Commerce to the East Indies. 

‘¢ With reference to this it may be proper, as the voyage is long and hazard- 
ous, to establish at the same time Ports for refreshment and equipment somewhere 
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between La Plata and the Straits of Magellan, if it be found that we cannot occupy 
Buenos Ayres itself or some other Port in the River La Plata. 

‘¢ Arrived in the South Seas, I would be for possessing ourselves of the 
Ports of Valdivia and Valparayso on the Coast of Chili, and of one or two Ports on 
the Coast of Peru, in the neighbourhood of Lima. Perhaps also it may be proper 
to possess ourselves of the Island of Juan fernandex or one of the Gallipagos or 
both. 

‘It may also be wise to establish posts on some of the Otaheite and Sand- 
wich Islands, in order to secure refreshments to ships which may be driven out 
of their course from the Coast of America to the East Indies. 

‘‘T should imagine 3 sail of the Line with 4 or 5 frigates carrying 2000 Land 
forces would be sufficient against Vera Cruz. 

‘‘On account of the length and hazard of the Voyage, the force to the 
South Seas ought to be larger—say 5 or 6 Sail of the Line, with a proportion of 
Frigates carrying 5,000 land forces. Both these Armaments ought to be accom- 
panied with a small squadron of merchantmen loaded with the commodities 
adapted to the respective Markets.’ Etc.

Capt. Broughton saw much important service along the coast of North-West 
America, in the East Indies, and along the coast of N.H. Asia. In 1790 he was 
appointed to accompany Vancouver in his famous Voyage, but was for some time 
employed in the survey of the Columbia River and the adjacent coast. He re- 
turned to England with despatches, and on Oct. 3, 17938, was made Commander of 
the Providence (Capt. Bligh’s old ship), and again sent out to the N.W. Coast of 
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America to join Vancouver. He sailed to Rio Janeiro, thence to Australia, Tahiti, 
the Hawaiian Islands, and so to Nootka Sound, in Vancouver Island. Finding 
that Capt. Vancouver had left, he sailed down to Monterrey in California, and then 
across the Pacific again to the Hawaiian Islands and on to Japan. For four years 
he carried out a close survey of the Coast of Asia and the Islands of Japan. The 
‘‘ Providence ’’ was lost off Formosa, but the crew were all saved, and the work 
continued in the tender. He arrived back in England in February, 1799, and 
until his death in 1821 saw much further important service for the most part in 
the Far East.

An important voyage. Monsieur Péron, the French Naturalist, was 
entrusted with the work of preparing the account of the voyage, and Louis 
Freycinet was entrusted with the preparation of the maps and plans. Péron died 
in 1810 and the second volume of text was the work of Louis Freycinet. 

In 1800 an expedition organised by the Institute of France, and placed under 
the command of Nicolas Baudin, sailed for the South Seas with particular instruc- 
tions to make full and minute examination of the Australian coasts, and especially 
to explore the Southern coast, ‘‘ where there is supposed to be a strait communi- 
cating with the Gulf of Carpentaria, and which consequently would divide New 
Holland into two large and almost equal islands.’’ 

The British Admiralty granted the Frenchmen passports for a_ scientific 
expedition, but with the suspicion that France intended a settlement on the N.W. 
coast of Australia. In consequence an English expedition set sail nine months 
later, under Matthew Flinders, to attempt the first discovery and exploration of 
those parts. 

Baudin reached Cape Leeuwin, the S.W. corner of Australia, in May 1801. 
Then, as winter was coming on, he lost his great opportunity and postponed sailing 
along the South coast, instead, sailing up the Western coast and so to Timor. On 
the way, however, at Dirck Hartigh’s Island, he came across the pewter dish which 
the Dutchman Vlamingh had fastened on a tree there in 1616, and which Louis 
Freycinet rediscovered in 1818 and brought back with him to France. 

The following Summer Baudin again sailed down the West coast, round Cape 
Leeuwin, and across to Tasmania, where he stayed for three and a half months 
wasting his time, as one of his officers complained, ‘’ picking up shells and collect- 
ing butterflies.’? He then proceeded to Bass Strait and commenced the exploration 
of the South coast. In the meantime Grant and Murray had explored as far as 
Cape Banks (Cape Northumberland) unknown to Baudin, who, however, discovered 
the coast from Cape Banks for fifty leagues to Encounter Bay, where he was sur- 
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prised to come across the expedition under Flinders which had sailed from the 
West and had explored the remainder of the unknown coast. 

Baudin, after continuing his investigations to the Westward, sailed to 
Sydney, where he was given a very good reception and where he stayed for six 
months. A very valuable account is given of life in the early settlement at Sydney, 
and Péron discusses plans whereby France might destroy the infant colony, when 
due time came, an exploit which Freycinet considered easy owing to the lack of 
means of defence. Two very interesting views of Sydney are given in the Atlas. 

Baudin died at Mauritius on his way home, and Flinders was made a 
prisoner there on his way back to England. Péron complained bitterly in many 
ways of Baudin’s conduct of the voyage, and in his account does not even as much 
as mention his commander’s name. The maps and charts prepared by Freyeinet 
entirely ignore the discoveries of Grant, Murray, and Flinders, and depict the 
whole of the new coast, from the position of Melbourne to the border of Western 
Australia as the ‘‘ Terre Napoléon.”’

Peter Heywood is perhaps best remembered for his part in the famous 
Mutiny of H.M.S. ‘‘ Bounty’’ at Tahiti, in 1789. He was a midshipman, age 
fifteen, on board the vessel, and was forced by the mutineers to remain behind with 
them. When the ‘‘ Pandora” visited Tahiti in 1791 in search of the ill-fated 
‘¢Bounty,’? Heywood was the first to give himself up, and although innocent was 
treated by Capt. Edwards as a pirate. At his trial sentence of death was first 
passed on him, but he was afterwards pardoned and rejoined the Navy. He saw 
much important service, especially in South America, and more particularly at 
Buenos Aires and Monte Video, wkere he was sent on several missions for the safe- 
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guarding of British lives, Property, and trade during the troubleous period of their 
wars of Independence from Spain. 


On June Ist, 1809, he was appointed to the Command of H.M.S. ‘‘ Nereus, ’ 
and proceeded to South America in 1810. He returned in the Spring of 1812, and 
was immediately sent back again to the Rio de la Plata. All the present docu- 
ments relate to that particular service, and comprise : — 


1. Autograph Letter signed from Lord Melville to Capt. Heywood, 2 pp., 
4to. Admiralty, 2nd June, 1812, in which Lord Melville states that he is reluct- 
antly obliged to send him back to the River Plate, although he knows that he 
would rather serve in Kuropean Waters, as the ‘‘ Nereus’? was the most suitable 
vessel for that service, and because of his previous experience out there and his 
discretion used in his intercourse with the Spanish Authorities there. 


2. Autograph Letter signed from Capt. Heywood to Lord Melville, 3 pp., 
Ato. ‘‘ Neureus,’’ Spithead, 3rd June, 1812, acknowledging the latter’s letter, and 
saying that he was always ready to be sent to any post he should be appointed to, 
although he had hoped to be employed on some station of more professional activity 
than the one he had just left, and was now doomed to return to. There had ever 
been in his mind ‘‘a notion of much impropriety attached to the idea of any cap- 
tains presuming to express his desire to chuse a place of service for himself.” 


3. An exceedingly important Autograph Letter signed from Capt. Heywood 
to Lord Melville, 27 pages folio, ‘‘ Nereus,’’ off Buenos Ayres, 4th Dec., 1812, 
describing the state of affairs in the Argentine. He writes :— 


‘‘ Kvents have passed before my eyes, ever since I have been on shore here, 
which shew the great change that has taken place for the worse, during the last 
twelve months. Things are fast approaching to that state of Anarchy and con- 
fusion which takes place at a period in all Revolutions when the Dregs are stirred 
up to the surface. When [I left this place there was something like Patriotism in 
the intentions and conduct of the then Governing Party, but now it seems to be 
only a cloak for the avaricious and unprincipled men of the Country to cover their 
selfish designs to enrich themselves, at the expence of their fellow citizens and of 
their Country. 


‘““T have had a very disagreeable correspondence with this Government, 
concerning a practice . . of searching the officers of H.M.’s Ships, on suspicion 
of smuggling. 


‘‘The public attention is at present chiefly engaged in discussion on the 
subject of Independence. Plans for their new Constitution are forming. Deputies 
from the various towns are expected to arrive here this month. They have been 
led to expect that great benefit will be derived from taking this step by some 
citizens of the U.S.A., who have been very busy in the politics of these people. 
Many of these gentlemen, and particularly a Mr. Poinsett, who is styled the 
Consul-General of the U.S.A., and who went over to Chile . . . are particularly 
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Heywoop (Carr. PETER)—continued. 


diligent and active in propagating doctrines and opinions prejudicial to the British 
Government and subjects. 


‘‘The unfortunate failure of our expedition against this place, with a force 

that would certainly be amply sufficient, even now, to reduce the whole province 

besides other causes, have tended to raise in them the most extravagant 

ideas of their valour and great military talents: many of them fancy that the 
World in Arms would not prevail against them. 


‘“The pecuniary resource of the Govt. has been, and is, in a great measure, 
derived from the duties on commerce; the greatest part of which is that from Gt. 
Britain. The whole of the military force amounts to 5,300 men, and this I believe 
to be correct. 


‘‘ Since these unfortunate people have experienced some of the blessings of 
revolutionary Government, they rue the day in which they aided the European 
Spaniards to resist the British Arms, and I have no doubt thousands here would 
now hail the approach of a British Army as the greatest blessing heaven could send 
them, to keep peace and quietness by putting down the factions, and the ambitious, 
selfish patriots, and to preserve the country from the ruin that I much fear will 
be inevitable if things go on as they now do, 


‘‘Thus it appears to me, my Lord, that everything here is fast going to rack 
and ruin for want of government. . . . Among themselves, these people will 
never find one, strong but just. Yet among the South American Statesmen there 
are not a few who fancy themselves perfectly qualified to govern Empires.’ Etc. 


4. Letter signed, to Lord Melville. H.M.S. ‘‘ Nereus,’’ off Buenos Ayres, 
2 Jam., VIS. 8 pps, folio, 


“Since I had last the honour of addressing your Lordship, per ship 
‘ Braganza,’ about a fortnight ago, affairs have been going on here tolerably quiet, 
though, within the last six weeks, upwards of 1,000 old Spaniards have been 
banished to the interior on various pretexts, deemed sufficient.”’ 


Then follows a long account of the political troubles in the Argentine, and 
the conduct of Don Juan Jose Paso, Francisco Paso, General Sarratea, Pueyerridan, 
Pefia and Jonte. ‘‘f am told that several charges of enormity have been laid 
against Francisco Paso, some of which, it is supposed, if proved, will bear hard 
even against his life, inasmuch as he has done that for which old Spaniards have 
lately suffered death. His brother, the President, continues as yet in that 
situation, but it is very probable he will be voted out. One man is talked of, who, 
it is likely enough, may succeed,—Don Juan Sarrea. 


‘‘ Intelligence having reached us here of the unfortunate capture of the 
‘Java’ by the U.S. Frigate ‘Constitution’ . . . the vessel by which I send 
this letter, has been detained. Other reports give out that some privateers are

also on the coast of Brazil, as well as the ‘ Essex’ frigate, ‘ Hornet,’ and ‘ Wasp,’ 
American Sloops of War. 


‘‘The Chiefs of the Army . . . before Monte Video, are at variance. 
Artigas will not submit to serve under Sarratea . . . but is serving Monte 
Video with cattle. It is rumoured that the siege will be raised and the troops sent 
to reinforce Belgrano, in Peru. 


‘On hearing, some days ago, that the Monte Videans had landed up the 
river, Col. San Martin was sent off to oppose them, . . . whom he attacked 
with inferior force and defeated.’’ Etc., etc. 


5. Letter signed, to Lord Melville, 10 Feb., 1813. Buenos Ayres. 3 pp., 
folio. 


‘‘T have gathered some information which induces me to believe that the 
present Executive Government of Buenos Ayres is nearly defunct. 


“‘ Colonel St. Martin, the friend of Don Carlos Albear, the President of the 
Sovereign Asamblea, and who came out from England with him in the ship George 
Canning, in the disguised quality of his servant, was this day elected Chief of the 
Executive Power, by that Assembly, though as yet that Election is kept secret. 
St. Martin is to be assisted by a Law Officer and two Secretaries, and is to resign 
the command of his regiment. 


‘‘Pefia . . . is to be Colonel of the Arabejios, and its former Colonel, 
Ocampo, who deserves a halter more than any post or compensation, is to take 
post at the head of the Post Office department in the place of Albin, a renegade 
European Spaniard and most violent patriot, who is to be turned out.’’ Etc., ete.

Large paper copy of one of the monumental works of Australian exploration 
and discovery. In his long introduction, occupying half of the first volume, Flinders 
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gives an account of previous Australian exploration from the earliest times, 
including his early expeditions with his friend George Bass for the exploration of 
Botany Bay and Port Hacking and Bass’s discovery of the Strait between Tasmania 
and New South Wales, and their subsequent voyage round Tasmania. 

Flinders’ great ambition was to ‘‘ explore with perfect and final exactness 
all the Australian coasts.’? In May, 1800, Napoleon authorised the despatch of a 
French expedition, under Baudin, for that purpose. Nine months later Flinders 
sailed and completed the discovery of the South Coast. Baudin also discovered 
some fifty leagues of coast. Flinders completed the first circumnavigation of 
Australia, and set out on his return to England. His vessel was rotten, and he 
was obliged to put in at Mauritius, where he was made prisoner. After six years 
he was able to return to England and devoted the remainder of his life to preparing 
this work, the first copy of which arrived from the press the day before his death.

Mariner set sail in 1805 on a voyage to South America and the South Seas 
in the ship ‘‘ Port au Prince,’’ with the double purpose of whaling and of attacking 
Spanish shipping. After visiting various South Sea Islands, they sail for Tahiti, 
but the crew mutiny at Lefooga in the Tonga Islands, and many of them desert 
the vessel, whereupon she is attacked by the natives, the crew are murdered, and 
the vessel seized and run ashore.

“Printed by George Howe, the second Australian printer, and is the first 
literary and poetical work to be printed in Australia, and was, for years, believed 
to be the first book printed in Australia. 


Contains two poems entitled ‘‘ Botany-Bay Flowers,’’ and ‘‘ The Kangaroo,”’ 
and several footnote references of Shakespearian quotations; the first printed 
Australian reference to Shakespeare. 


Barron Field was born in London in 1786, and was trained as a lawyer. He 
was a companion of Charles Lamb and Leigh Hunt, and contributed to the 
‘‘Times ”’ and the ‘‘ Quarterly Review.’’ In 1816 he obtained the position as Judge 
of the Supreme Court of New South Wales, where he arrived the following year, 
and stayed until 1824. His chief claim to remembrance hes in his writings. He 
was the pioneer of Australian literature, publishing the first volume of Australian 
verse in 1819. A second edition was issued at Sydney in 1823, and it was re- 
published at London in 1825. He also published a series of articles for the London 
Magazine, 1822-5, dealing with early Australian travels, which are of very con- 
siderable importance. 


George Howe arrived in Sydney in November, 1800, and started printing in 
1802. His father was the first printer in St. Kitts in the West Indies, and he 
himself commenced the trade there, later removing to London, working at the 
‘‘Times ”’ and other printing offices. In 1800 he was transported to Australia for 
some unknown crime, and two years later was given the post of Government 
printer, and achieved the honour of printing the first book in Australia, ‘‘ The 
New South Wales Standing Orders,’’ Sydney, 1802. Various Government leaflets, 
orders, etc., had, however, been printed by one George Hughes as early as Novem- 
ber, 1795.

River. Vast swamps compelled him to return when less than two days’ journey 
from the Murrumbidgee River. In his second journey, made the following year, 
he led a party, including Evans, from Bathurst, down the Macquarie River. He 
found the land very swampy and sent Evans off on a short detour, in which he 
discovered the Castlereagh River. The party then struck N.E. and East across 
the Warrumbungle Ranges and the Liverpool Plains, crossed the dividing range 
and reached the coast at Port Macquarie.

An extremely interesting South Sea Voyage. As a boy of sixteen, Kotzebue 
had accompanied Krusenstern on his voyage round the World, and in 1815 he was 
given the command of an expedition fitted out by Count Rumantsoff, in the brig 
“*Rurick.’”’ In this vessel, with only 27 men, he set out to find a passage across 
the Arctic Ocean, and to explore the less known parts of Oceania. He discovered 
various islands and groups, the Krusenstern group, and the Kutusoff and Suwaroff 
islands to the east of the Carolines. He then sailed up the N.W. coast of America 
and down the N.E. coast of Asia, visited the Sandwich Islands, and discovered New 
Year Island. After some further cruising in the Pacific he returned to Europe. 


Cowan, in his Bibliography of California, remarks: ‘‘ Relates to discovery 
on the N.W. coast of America, and is a most important contribution to the subject. 
The description of California is contained in the second volume. In this work will 
be found the earhest scientific account of the Eschscholtzia Calfornica (or golden 
poppy), written by the naturalist Chamisso, and named in honour of Eschscholtz 
the surgeon, both of whom accompanied tie expedition.”’

Evans 
was one of the early Australian explorers. He made important discoveries in the 
Blue Mountains, and acted as guide in the discoveries of 1815 which placed the 
Lachlan River on the map. He later accompanied Oxley in his explorations, and 
as a reward was appointed Surveyor General of Tasmania. Although an important 
explorer many of his maps were very inaccurate. After coming back to England, 
Evans returned to Sydney and became a bookseller, and is believed to have been 
the pioneer of that business in Australia.

Capt. Péron was born at Brest in 1769, and went to sea at the age of 14. 
For a considerable time he was engaged in the industry of carrying seal skins and 
furs from the N.W. American coast to China, etc. He gives particulars concerning 
parts of British Columbia, Queen Charlotte Island, and Vancouver Island, and the 
Indians there. He also describes parts of California, particularly a visit to 
Monterrey ; Hawaii and the Sandwich Islands. For forty months he was left, with 
several companions, on the Island of New Amsterdam, midway between Africa and 
Australia, collecting seal skins for the Canton market. His long account is one of 
our most valuable early records of this curious volcanic island. While here Lord 
Macartney called, on his way out to China, and Capt. Péron shewed a party over 
the Island (as recorded in the Account of Macartney’s Embassy to China). Other 
particulars are given in 381 pp., concerning his visit to Australia (Tasmania, New 
South Wales, etc.), and also visits to several South Sea Islands.

‘In 1817 Louis de Freycinet was sent out to the South Seas in command 
of the Uranie and the Physicienne. This expedition visited Australia, reaching 
Sydney in 1819, and produced an atlas of superb charts, which renewed French 
interest in Australia, and consequently renewed aiso British fears of a French 
occupation.’’? Freycinet first touched Australia at Endracht’s Land, in the extreme 
North-West, and at Dirck-Hartighs Island recovered a pewter plate which 
Vlamingh, the commander of the ‘‘ Endracht,’’ had fastened on a tree in 1616, and 
on which he announced the Dutch Discovery of the Island; this Freycinet took 
back to France with him.

“In 1822, Duperrey, who had been Freycinet’s Second Lieutenant, was 
despatched with the ‘‘ Coquille’’ to make a thorough investigation of the Pacific ; 
he visited Sydney in the early part of 1824, and h's surgeon, Pierre Lesson, com- 
piled a valuable history of the voyage.’’ Dumont d’Urville was a heutenant under 
Duperrey in this voyage, and when, in 1826, he made his famous voyage he was 
given Duperrey’s vessel the ‘‘ Coquille,’?’ which was then re-named the ‘‘ Astrolabe.’’

Sir George Grey, in addition to being Governor of S. Australia, was twice 
Governor of New Zealand and once Prime Minister, and was also Governor of Cape 
Colony, and his services were extremely valuable and important. Both the journeys 
of exploration, undertaken for the Royal Geographical Society, met with disasters. 
The first expedition landed near Hanover Bay, and made the discovery of a river 
and much useful territory. In a skirmish with the natives Grey was badly wounded 
by a spear and was forced to abandon the expedition. The second journey was for 
the exploration of the west coast, north and south of Shark’s Bay. The Gascoyne 
River was discovered, but a hurricane damaged their stores, their boats were 
wrecked, and the party had to set off for an overland tramp of three hundred 
miles to Perth. All dropped out on the journey except Grey. Fortunately rescue 
parties were able to save all but one.
